9 ATER power is the most valuable natural resource—one might 
W almost say the greatest potential asset—of the United States. Its 

future is unknown. It is incalculable, because water power is the 
one natural resource that is inexhaustible; it replaces itself, which coal 
and oil do not, and it can be transported at slight expense and for long 
distances. 

Water power can do more than any one thing to lower the cost and 
raise the standard of living; it is the root of agricultural wealth; it is the 
key to the industrial life of the future; it is essential to our national defense. 
The policy of the government toward water power is a matter that affects 
the welfare of every man, woman and child in the United States and in 
which every citizen should take an interest. Few people realize how vital 
water power is to our national defense. The United States is going to pre- 
pare itself to protect democracy against any enemy that may assail it. We 
have here in this country a kind of government that ‘we believe in; a kind 
of government that will make a higher class of man than has vat been 
produced and if it be necessary we will fight for the opportunity of that 
theo

Our Crops a Disgrace. 

T is sad but true that the United 

| States has a most disgraceful rec- 

ord in this respect. It is the rob- 
ber nation. It steals from the soil 
and gives back almost nothing. Our 
average crops, judged by thegsyield 
per acre as compared with the crops 
of Europe, are lower than those of 
any self-respecting country. 

Now the essential element that we 
take out of the soil is nitrogen, and 
we must put nitrogen back into the 
soil. If water power means nitrates 
for our national defense and for our 
agriculture, it also means electricity 
for our industries and for the better 
economic life of our people. On one 
of our reclamation plants out west we 
have farms upon which all the work 
is done—or, rather, all the drudgery 
is taken out of work—by electricity; 
farms where milk is churned by elec- 
tricity, where the meals are cooked 
by electricity. And this electricity is 
produced by water dropping over a 
mountainside 150 miles away. Cows 
are curried in an ideal creamery by

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Noted British General Defends England | Against 
Charge “of Not Doing Her Share in This, War 


HER SMALL ARMY HAS BEEN BIG HELP: HER FLEET SUPREME

LONDON, Aug. 14. 

EN. SIR NEVILLE LYTTLETON, one of 

G England’s greatest military commanders, 
received me in the Governor’s House, at 

the Royal Hospital at Chelsea, to give to the Post- 
Dispatch his views on what Great Britain has 
cone in the war. 

The General, who is in his seventieth year, dis- 
plays the activity and energy of a man of 50, 
his tall, spare figure being perfectly erect and his 
close curly hair only an iron gray. The Lyttle- 
to. ‘ave been noted for their personal charm 
and the General possesses it in full measure, to- 
gether with a soldierly directness that reveals the 
man of action. 

The first question I put to Gen. Lyttleton was: 
“It is being urged in some quarters here and re- 
peated in neutral countries that Great Britain has 
in some way fallen short of what she could and 
should have done in her support of her allies. Do 
ycu consider that such allegations are justified?” 

Gen. Lyttleton said: 

“Such a charge appears to me to be unjust and 

unfounded. The French Government has more 
than once acknowledged the great value of the 
services we have rendered them, both by sea and 
land. By the exercise of our sea powers we have 
kept the seas open for their trade, and, more than 
that, we have protected their shores from in- 
vasion. 
“It is true that at the outset of the war we only 
sent out a very small force compared with the 
continental armies, but the French were well 
aware of our limitations, and there is reason to 
believe that they we d have been satisfied with a 
much smaller forcé han we actually provided. 
But, small as it wa it is difficult to overrate 
the services rendered y our army. 

“The violation of Bi gian territory by the Ger- 
mans enabled them to outflank the allied left 
and to bring an overwhelmingly superior force to 
bear on the British contingent which held that 
portion of the line. Although, numerically speak- 
ing, not formidable in fighting power, it is doubt- 
ful if-a finer army than the British expeditionary 
force ever took the field. 


British Soldiers Trained Longer. 
“T HE British army has an immense ad- 
vantage over others in that their men 
serve seven years with the colors, con- 

tinental armies only two, and it appears to me 
that the escape of our vastly outnumbered army 
was mainly due to this longer training and espe- 
cially to the surprising accuracy of their rifle 
fire. 
“It is said that the Germans have compared the 
fire of our infantry to that of a machine gun in 
its rapidity and intensity. However this may be, 
our men in this terrible retreat managed to pre- 
serve their cohesion and were enabled to exact 
ao heavy toll from their pursuers. 
“Not only this, but in spite of the very trying 
ordeal through which they had passed, the British 
army turned on the enemy like bulldogs, the pur- 
suers became pursued and were chased back from 
the neighborhood of Paris to the Aisne, losing 
very heavily during the process. Of course, all 
this offensive moveme.nt was carried out by the 
combined armies of the two allies, the British 
share at first being highly successful on the Ger- 
man right wing, which they drove before them ti]] 
brought up by the Aisne.” 

“What would have been the position in France,” 
I asked, “if the British expeditionary force had 
not been sent over, and if the British fleet had 
not driven the Germans into the shelter of its 
naval base?” The General replied 

“In that event the Germans would have pene- 
trated as far as Paris, and, judging from what 
bappened at Liege, Namur and Antwerp, it would 
have gone hard with Paris to withstand the Ger- 
man heavy siege guns. Nevertheless, even if the 
worst had happened and Paris had fallen, I 
don’t believe for a moment that the French 
would have given in, but such an event would 
have exercised a very damaging effect upon the 
whole position. The presence of the British ex- 


peditionary force had a great deal to do with 
averting such a disaster. 


If Britain Had Been Neutral. 
re T is only possible to express a very general 
| opinion as to what would have happened 
if Great Britain had stood neutral. It is 
obvious that it would depend mainly on whether 
the French could have held the German fleet in 
check. If not, and if the Germans secured com- 
mand of the English Channel and the Bay of Bis- 
cay, they would have been able to land subsidi- 
ary forces at places along the coast and attack 
France at several points simultaneously.” 

My next question was: 

“What was the number of men that Great Bri- 
tain, in her convention with France, had stipulated 
to land in France?” 

“I do not know,” the General said, “that there 
was any stipulation as to the number, but the ex- 
peditionary force—Lord Haldane’s creation—for 
any purpose for which it was required, was about 
165,000 strong and it was to be maintained at this 
figure by drafts to make good casualties as they 
arose. 

“Also, I have no accurate knowledge as to how 
large a force we have in France, but it is by far 
the largest army we have ever put in the field.

Jt must be borne in mind, too, that this by no 
means expresses the total effort we have made. 
In the Dardanélles, in Egypt, in the Mediterranean 
garrisons, in India, we have many more fighting 
men: keeping the peace, and there are plenty more 
where these came from. 

“Nor must the magnificent assistance afforded 
by the Belgians be forgotten. They had been 
assured by German Ministers that their neutrality 
would be respected, that‘Germany had no inten- 
tion of violating it, and may have been lulled into 
a feeling of false security. In spite of this they 
tcok up arms and defended themselves as best 
they could. 


Brave Little Belgian Army. 


66 HE Germans were not prepared for this; 

T they probably expected there would be 

no resistance or that if there was they 

eowid easily brush it aside. As it was, they were 

veriously impeded by the brave little Belgian 

army, and the breathing time thus gained was of 
incalculable value to their-allies.” 

In some quarters here, where criticism of the 
military effectiveness of Britain’s effort is heard, 
it is constantly pointed out that the British forces 
only hold 35 miles of line and France all the rest, 
so I asked Gen. Lyttleton: “Is it fair to estimate 
the importance of the assistance given by the Brit- 
ish army by the length of the line it holds?” 
The General said: 

“In the absence of correct knowledge of our 
rumbers, it is not easy to say how far this charge 
ig justified, nor is it altogether fair to estimate 
the importance of the assistance given by our 
army by the length of the line it holds. That de- 
pends on the nature of the ground, and also on 
tho pressure brought to bear on the line. 

“Without in the least wishing to minimize the 
splendid gallantry which the French have dis- 
played both in attack and defense in numerous 
occasions, I think we may claim for our men that 
no army has ever been more severely tried than 
they have been by the repeated onslaughts made 
on them for days together by an enemy better 
equipped for war in many respects and to whom 
it is impossible to deny most undaunted courage.

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EN. SIR NEVILLE 

LYTTELTON, G. 
C. B., one of the most 
distinguished and ez- 
perienced of living 
British Generals, has 
filled all the most im- 
portant posts in the 
army and has seen ac- 
tive service in most 
parts of the British 
Empire. His record in- 
cludes the Egyptian 
campaign in 1882, where 
he was promoted and 
decorated, and the Nile 
expedition under Kitch- 
ener in 1898, where he 
was in command of a 
brigade, and promoted 
to. Major-General. He 
also had a high com 
mand in the South 
African War and was 
promoted to Lieutenant- 
General. 

He was commander in 
lchief in South Africa 
for two years, was chief 
of the General Staff and 
first military member 
of the army council 
from 1904 to 1908, and 
was Commander in 
Chief of the forces in 
Ireland until 1912, when 
he succeeded Field 
Marshal _ Sir George 
White in the dignified 
and coveted post of 
Governor of the Royal 
Hospital, Chelsea, which 
he still occupies. 
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mind the comparative shortness of the line she 
holds, proves the immense importance and dif- 
ficulty of the work she has done and is doing. 
That is also proved by the constant and very de- 
termined attacks the Germans have made against 
cur line, which many consider a point of the 
most vital importance in their campaign. 

“I think it will be found that their attacks 
against our front have been more frequent and 
fiercer than anywhere else. But it must not be 
forgotten in repelling these attacks we have in- 
variably been materially assisted by our allies, 
who recently have also been attacking in most 
determined fashion, and very successfully.” 


How England Has Organized. 
THEN asked Gen. Lyttleton his: opinion of 
| how England has organized since the out- 
break of war, considering especially that she 
is. a nonmilitary nation. He said: 

“I do not believe there is any instance in his- 
tcry of doing in the same time what Great Bri- 
tain has done in the way of recruiting, training 
and equipping armies for seven different cam- 
paigns. We have armies operating in France, in 
the Dardanelles, in Egypt, in the Cameroons, in 
Pritish East Africa, in the Persian Gulf, to say 
nothing of the seizure of German colonies in the 
Pacific by our fleet and our colonial forces, all 
within eight months of the outbreak of war; 
while at the same time we had to provide for our 
garrison in Indian and numerous other widely 
separated regions. 

“We hear a great deal about German organiza- 
tion—but Germany was organizing for this war 
for 40 years. We had to improvise our organiza- 
tion in less than that number of weeks. More- 
over, the maintenance of all these forces almost 
ali over the world is a far bigger and more com- 
plex test of organization than what Germany has 
done within her own frontiers. We have had to 
do it all by means of sea transport, with Ger- 
mans doing their uttermost to submarine or 
otherwise harass our transports, and they have 
not yet succeeded in sinking one of them. 

“Germany’s rushing about from east to west, 
and from west to east, of big forces on interior 
lines by means of railways constructed with an 
eye to the strategic requirements, cannot be men- 
tioned in the same breath with Britain’s achieve- 
ment in transporting well over a million men, 
some of them thousands and thousands of miles 
from their base, with all their equipment, food, 
hospitals, baggage trains, and every variety of 
munitions, without losing a single transport. Ger- 
many’s trains run no risk of attack, while Bri- 
tain’s transports have been the mark for all the 
German submarines. Our possession of the com- 
rand of the sea, which has been so justly ap- 
praised, has made this possible. In this task 
France — Italy are rendering useful assistance.”

The “Society for the Advancement of Germanic 
Culture” (zur Foerderung Deutsch-voelkischer 
Kultur), at a recent meeting in Hamburg, Dr. 
Ernst Wachler-Weimar presiding, discussed in de- 
tall, and in the light of present history, “The Ger- 
man Religion of the Future.” 

The Reichenberg Monthly, the official organ of 
the society, gives the following tentative program 


for the new religion: 

1. International religion must be abolished, 
and in {ts stead a national German religton 
must be inaugurated. 

2. The body of that religion must be drawn 
from the traditions indigenous to Germanism. 

8. The important archives, documents, tes- 
timony and works of the German people 
should form its fundamentals.

5. This religion forms, with science, moral- 
ity, justice, “Mythos,” poetry and art, a con- 
genial unit.

7. It must be limited by the present or 
post-bellum boundaries in which the German 
nation is in control, and will categorically 
decline to evangelize foreign nations.

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600-YEAR RULE OF TURKS — 
Al VAN ENDED BY BATTLE 
LASTING NEARLY MONTH 


American Missionaries Stay in Besieged City During 


Fight Organizing Sanitation, Food Supply and 
Hospitals—Russians in Control. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

VAN, Turkish Armenia, June 18.—The 
600-year reign of the Turk has been 
brought to an end, for the present at 
least, in both the town and the vilayet 
of Van. It is not longer strictly correct 
to date the correspondence as. coming 
from ‘‘Turkish Armenia,” at the same 
time it is a question whether Van may 
yet be considered an independent state 
or whether it will be annexed by Rus- 
sia. A foundation of Armenian auton- 
omy has been laid, however, by naming 
one of the Armenian leaders, Aram, who 
was a former supervisor of schools, as 
civil Governor and the establishment of 
a provisional administration. 

The vilayet of Van has an area of 
about 15,000 square miles with a popu- 
lation of several hundred thousand. The 
story of the revolt, by which Turkey has 
lost control of this ancient region, has 
not hitherto been told with much full- 
ness. In the midsp of the racial war. 
with its innumerable massacres and 
scattered disorders, it was impossible to 
gather a comprehensive view of the sit- 
uation, and evem now the story of the 
burghers’ fight for freedom must be dis- 
counted by the possibility of the Turks’ 
return—although that is regarded as re- 
mote. 

The origin of the revolt, of course, is 
found in the hereditary discord between 
the races and religions of Van, but the 
uprising of the Armenians was more 
specifically due to the conduct of Jev- 
dett Bey, the Turkish Governor-General 
of the vilayet of Van, in demanding Ar- 
menian recruits to the Turkish cause 
and in the severe measures he took 
when these recruits were not forthcom- 
ing. 

Uprising Becomes Inevitable. 

During the Turkish mobilization the 
Armenians were singled out to do menial 
work, and were not well fed. Disarmed, 
they were exposed to the fury of thelr 
hereditary enemies, the Turks and 
Kurds, and an uprising became inevita- 
ble, although it was sought neither by 
the revolutionary leaders nor by pru- 
dent Turks. Even Jevdett Bey, who is 
a brother-in-law of Enver Pasha, the 
Minister of War, seemed at first dis- 
posed to peace. He consulted the Ar- 
menian leaders frequentiy and they 
trusted his professed sincerity, but when 
he returned from the Turkish front, fac- 
ing the Russians at Sarai, early in the 
spring, he suddenly demanded 3000 ad- 
ditional Armenian recruits. The men 
were promised, but perhaps not sincere- 
ly. 

Trouble first arose between the 
sturdy Armenian mountaineers of 
Shadach and their Kurdish neighbors, 
Jevdett Bey then said that if the Ar- 
menians of Van stirred ke would 
make an end of the race throughout 
the empire, There was shortly war 
between Armenian and Kurdish vil- 
lagers in all parts of Turkish Arme- 
nia, mutual pillage and massacre, 
though the Armenians suffered in- 
comparably more than the Kurds. 
The Armenian leaders counseled pa- 
tience and submission and Jevdett 
Bey persuaded Ishkan and three 
other revolutionists to undertake a 
peace mission to Shadakh. On the 
way they were treacherously mur- 
dered, by order or Jevdett Bey, as 
the Armenians assert. 

On April 16 Jevdett summoned 
Vremyan, another Armenian leader, 
for a conference and bundled him off 
to Constantinople. Aram barely és- 
caped seizure. The Armenians now 
aware of Jevdett's hostile intention’s, 
declared their inability to supply 3000 
recruits, but offered 400 and grad- 
ual payment of exemption charges 
for the remainder. 

U. 8S. Missionaries Intercessors. 

Dr. C. D. Ussher and E. A. Yarrow, 
of the American mission, accepted 
the futile office of intercessors. Jev- 
dett was obdurate; he would put 
down rebellion at all costs, first at 
Shadakh and then at Van. He tried 
to force the missionaries to accept 
a Turkish garrison of 50 soldiers or 
to give him a written release from 
responsibility for their safety. They 
managed the ticklish problem clev- 
erly; when they gave their final an- 
swer that the guard might be sent, 
though it would precipitate war, the 
Armenians had so far organized their 
forces that the road from the Turkish 
camp to the mission was cut off. 

Hostilities began April 20 at dawn. 
Rifle and cannon fire was opened 
from five strong positions on the old 
town or bueiness center and on the 
called 
the Gardens, as every house is partly 
surrounded by vineyards and or- 
chards. By evening houses were 
afire in all directions. Fifteen Arme- 
nian riflemen, reinforced at times 
by 1500 youths armed with pistols or 
hand grenades, manned 80 barricated 
houses, connected by trenches and 


mud walls. 
Ammunition was scarce, but Prof. 


Menassian Effendi, head of the Normal 
School and a graduate of Yale's Shef- 
field School of Science, cleverly trans- 
formed such chemicals as were at harid 
and manufactured smokeless and black 
powder, while mechanics turned brass 
cartridge shells. The Armenian labora- 
tories soon were issuing 2000 cartridges 
daily, besides hand grenades. Before 
the end of the siege they made three 
vrass momars effective at 1000 yards. 
Menassian’s boys’ band heartened the 
fighters with continual music. Women 
and children carried ammunition and 
food and water. Fourteen-year-old Ne- 
ville Ussher and his recently organized 
boys’ scouts did heroic service in extin- 
guishing fires, reporting Gnd carrying 
sick and wounded and enforcing sani- 
tary regulations among 4000 Armenian 
refugees, who were now overcrowding 
the mission. 

Americans in Charge. 
Jevdett, now throwing off the mask 
of friendship, he had worn, for he had 
known Dr. Ussher from childhood, 
threatened bombardment in case a sin- 


gle shet were fred from Armenian 


trenches near but outside the mission. 
Dr. Ussher answered that the mission- 
aries could bear no responsibility for 
acts of individuals beyond their control. 
Meantime the American missionaries 
were caring for Turkish as well as Ar- 
menian sick and wounded and as the 
only practical administrators in Van, 
had organized sanitation, soup kitchens 
and distribution of bread for the 25,000 
refugees who flocked or were driven 
into Van from the villages. The Ar- 
menians organized a city government, 
with Mayor, courts and police and kept 
better order. 

All the American missionaries worked 
ceaselessly and effectively. Miss Caro- 
line Sillman organized and took charge 
of @ hospital annex for cases of meas- 
les. Miss Gertrude Rogers and Miss 
Elizabeth Ussher helped Miss Bond 
superintendent of the hospital, where 
there were always 150 Patients for a 
30-patient capacity. Yarrow discharged 
a multitude of administra 
sisted by Mrs.

slackening energy or enthusiasm. Be- 
sides these there were, as shurers of the 
dangers and toils of the siege the eight 
children of the Usshers and Yarrows 
enud Miss Knapp, a visitor from the 
Bitlis mission. 

In spite of Gay and night bombard- 
ment from the imposing Fortress Rock, 
an isolated crags rising sheer from the 
flat piain, immediately adjoining the old 
town, the handful of Armenians remain- 
ing there, cut off from their fellows by 
the intervening Turkish gardens, shortly 
captured some of the fortified Govern- 
ment buildings in their midst. Thirteen 
thousand cannor. balls or shells were 
thrown from the fortress into the old 
town, but mainly fell harmlessly into 
mud walls, only three lives being lost 
from the cannorade there. 

Excited to New Fury. 

At the end of two weeks a runner 
from Ardetch, the second town of the 
vilayet, brought news that the Governor 
had butchered all the male and many of 
the female innabitants and he alone had 
escaped to tell the story. He had passed 
a night under a heap of corpses, he de- 
clared, and his story excited the Arme- 
nians to a new fury. 

Provisions and ammunition were run- 
ning low when the end came with dra- 
matic suddenners. On May 15 and 16 all 
the vessels in the harbor sailed across 
the lake of Van with families of rks 
and, to mask the coming Turkish re- 
treat, a more furious cannonade was be- 
gun; the American mission at last be- 
came the target. In two days half a 
hundred shells fell in the compound, one 
little Armenian girl being killed. Alto- 
gethe: 12,000 shells or cannon balls had 
been fired into the Armenian garden or 
residence city. At sunset May 16 the 
large barracks from which an wnob- 
structed fire had been trained on the 
American missicn, disgorged its garri- 
son, who wore seen to ride away across 


ne SS 


the farther hills. The Armenians rushed 
the last positions of the Turks, includ- 
ing the barracks, and set them afire, 
killing most of the feeble remnant of 
the garrisons. 

Ther® followed a wild night of fren- 


zied rejoicing and icendiarism. The old 
town and the Turkish garden city went 
up in smoke. Half of Van, one of the 
prettiest cities of Asia, became a ruin. 
To make matters worse Aram, appointed 
temporary Governor, allowed the cutting 
of shade trees in the Turkish quarter, 
partly for spite and partly to raise rev- 
enues, 

The splendidly equipped Turkish hos- 
pital was plundered of its invaluable 
medicines befors the missionaries, whose 
medical supplies were nearly exhausted, 
reached it. They extinguished three in- 
cendiary fires started in the hospital.

Frederick H. Penn Accused of 
Obtaining Property From Cou- 
ple by False Pretenses. 


The arrest yesterday of Frederick 
H. Penn, 26 years old, of 5201 Caban-

It is alleged in the indictment that 
the American Oil Refining Co. - had 
not been incorporated, that it had 
not issued any bonds, and that the 
Chouteau Trust Co. was not trustee. 
Penn refused to make any com- 
ment on his arrest. His transaction 
with the Heaths was in May, 1911. 
He said he was then but 21 years old, 
and that Heath was 560. Penn said 
he had been in St. Louis all the time 
and that he had made no effort to 
evade deputy sheriffs.

commanders delivered Kurdish women 
and children to the missionaries, to the 
number of a thousand. The mission- 
aries, however, were without proper 
medicines or food, and were unable to 
give these refugees the care they re- 
quired. Diseases have been raging in 
their narrow quarters. 

The defense of the Armenian resi- 
dence quarter was directed mainly by 
Armenak Yekarian, a noted partisan. To 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press he related some of the incidents 
of the struggle. Early in the siege 
the Turks fired 110 cannon shot or shells 
at a position held by five Armenians. 
One was killed and another was wound- 
ed. Three survivors and eight nfore ri- 
flemen took a house held by 230 Turks, 
killing at least six. 

* One of the most menacing of the 
Turkish positions was a barracks in 
the edge of the Armenian residence 
quarter. It was held by 120 Turks. Ar- 
menian sappers mined and dynamited it 
and the fleeing garrison left 12 charred 
corpses. 

Jevdett Bey then sent 500 men against 
an Armenian line held by 44 riflemen. 
After a three-hours’ fight the Turks re- 
treated, leaving 35 dead on the field. 
The Armenians here lost one killed and 
two wounded. 

The Turks had 12 cannon, about half 
of modern construction. Two of the old 
smooth bores exploded. The waste of 
Turkish ammunition contrasted strik: 
ingly with the prudence of the Arme- 
nians. It is estimated that half a mil- 
lion rifle shots were fired into the gar- 
dens in a single day. 

Grave Errors Committeed. 

What the Armenian revolutionary 

leaders will do with their opportunity 
remains to be seen. Grave errors have 
been committed. ‘Some, not Aram, it is 
believed, have engaged almost openly in 
the pillage of Armenian merchants, of 
the stocks that were saved from the 
business center, and villagers of their 
remaining flocks. There is also mur- 
muring among the democrats, who sup- 
blied half the fighting corps, but have 
not been allowed any influence in the 
edministration. 
Coming from a month’s wandering 
over showbound passes with Russian 
armies, the Associated Press correspond- 
ent rejoiced exceedingly at the sight of 
the American flag, hospitably displayed 
to guide him into the town, and was 
enveloped in the peace of the hospitabie 
missionary homes. One Arrienian refu- 
gee remarked that it wes her third 
escape into the same premises, from 
massacre. Not a year has passed with- 
out disquieting rumors or their realiza- 
tion. But the missionaries have steadily 
pursued their work. Though they have 
guarded their neutrality and have helped 
all classes, there is some rejoicing new 
that the reign of the Turk is at an end. 
They are taking no sides fot or against 
Russian annexation, which many Ar- 
menians prefer to autonomy; they say 
it will suffice if the Turk does not re- 
turn to sow discord between the races 
and the religions of Van.

Continued Investigation Say 
Conditions Are Better. 


SCENT-KILLING DEVICES 


Three East Side Plants Will In- 
stall Machinery Within 
60 Days. 


Although St. Louis has suffered from 

bad odors the last week, the .Public 
Health Committee of the Civic League, 
which has been working on the problem 
for two years, asserts that conditions are 
steadily growing better and that St. 
Louisans can look forward in the near 
future to the complete elimination of 
the odor nuisance. | William 8. Bodal 
and Charles W. Tooker, representatives 
of the committee, reported yesterday 
on an investigation made this week 
at the National Stockyards and packing 
plants on the east side, from which 
most of the odors come. 
The Health Department also has taken 
up this week complaints about the odors 
from the Indiana Reduction ©o.’s plant 
in East Carondelet and the packing 
companies at Vandeventer and Chouteau 
avenues. Health Commissioner Stark- 
ioff says the trouble at the Chouteau 
and Vandeventer plants is due to de- 
fective operation of the odor-preventing 
machinery, despite the fact that two 
inspectors are kept upon the, windward 
side of the plant to detect odors and 
notify the engineer in charge. The in- 
Spectors are appointed by the Health 
Commissioner and paid by the compa- 
nies. The companies have spent thou- 
sands of dollars within the last two 
years in installing complete new equip- 
ment for the prevention of odors. 

Inspector to Gather Evidence. 

The Indiana Reduction Co., which 
has a five-year contract with the 
city for the reductior® of the city’s 
garbage, has been warned repeatedly 
by the Board of Public Service to put 
its plant in shape and once the con- 
tract was suspended until improve- 
ments were made. The Carondelet 
Business Men's Association and other 
Carondelet civic bodies have been 
active in insisting upon the enforce- 
ment of.the contract provisions re- 
lating to odors. An inspector is 
maintained by the Health Depart- 
ment in Carondelet to gather evi- 
dence. 
Yesterday’s report on the National 
City companies follows repeated in- 
vestigations made by the Civic 
League Public Health Committee 
since last January when the com- 
panies all agreed to install odor-pre- 
venting devices after conferences of 
their officials and the league com- 
mittee with Mayor Kiel and Mayor 
Chamberlin of East St. Louis. 
Swift and Armour already have made 
extensive improvements which ordi- 
narily prevent the escape of any 
odors. Three other companies stil] 
maintain fertilizing plants which dis- 
charge directly into the open air— 
the Morris Co., the East Side Pack- 
ing Co., and the Pulverised Manure 
Co.. All three have prepared plans 
for the installation devices within the 
next 60 days. 

Suits Threatened Year Ago. 
The odors all come from the cook- 
ing or burning of animal refuse used 
in the manufacture of fertilizer. The 
heated gases are carried through 
stacks into the outer air and being 
very light carry for long distances. 
Plans were made a year ago by the 
Civic League Committee to bring a 
suit in the Federal Court to compel 
the companies to take action but 
their voluntary agreement to install 
devices has made this so far unnec- 
essary. The chairman of the League’s 
Health Committee fs Dr. R. Emmet 
Kane, who is president of the St. 
Louis Medical Society. 


FURTHER FEE FOR NATURAL GAS: 
LITIGATION EXPECTED BY DAWSON 


Former Kansas Attorney-General 
Now on Supreme Bench, Praises 
Legal Work in Case. 
TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 14. —John S. 
Dawson, former Attorney-General, now 
an Associate Justice of the Kansas Su- 
preme Court, has not been paid all of 
the fee he is expecting for his services 
in the Kansas natural gas litigation. He 
has been paid $825 as attorney for the 
receivers, and Gov. Capper has been told 
he was paid $5000 in the anti-trust suit. 
The State also paid part of his ex- 
penses. . 
Dawson is in California. He sent this 
telegram today to a Tapeka friend: 
“The fight to recover the gas company 
from the Federal Court and subject it 
to the control of the State and Public 
Utilities Commission was the best legal 
work ever done in Kansas. When it was 
concluded everyone concerned agreed 
that the Court should fix the compensa- 
tion for the attorneys. My compensa- 
tion is not yet finally settled. The al- 
lowances made were for services and 
expenses, the expenses being very great. 
If we had lost the litigation my asso- 
clates would have worked three years 
for nothing and had their own expenses 
to pay. The State had made no provis- 
fon for such a prolonged and expensive 
fight, and it was only just that the de- 
feated company should pay this expense. 
The lega: aspects of the allowance of 
these fees are unavailable and the moral 
aspects will do honor to all concerned 
when the facts are understood.”

GRANDMOTHER OF RUSSIAN 
REV 


Mme. Breshkovskaya, 71 Years Old 
and Nearly Blind, Has Hard Lot at 
Yakoutsk in Her Exile. 

EAST ORANGE, N. J., Aug. 14—Mme. 
Catherine Breshkovskaya, known the 
world over eight years ago as “the 

grandmother of the Russian revolution,” 
now serving a life of exile in Siberia, 
has been transferred to the far north- 
ern city of Yakoutsk, on the edge of the 
Arctic Circle, according to a letter re- 
ceived from her by Miss Alice Stone 
Blackwell and made public today. 

Mme. Breshkovskaya is 71 years old 
and is suffering from cataracts on both 
eyes, so that she cannot read. Her ban- 
ishment to Yakoutsk, least desirable 
of all the towns in Siberia, came at the 
end of 18 months’ solitary imprisonment 
at Irkutsk for trying to escape from 
Siberia, where she had been sent for 
life. She served two additional months 
in prison, the letter states, because no 
caravan was to start for Y akoutsk when 
her term ended. 

About ten years ago Mme. Bresh- 
kovskaya came to America and made 
many friends in this country, among 
them Miss Jane Addams and Julia Ward 
Howe. After her return to Russia she 
was arrested, found guilty of distribut- 
ing arms and sentenced to life exile.

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‘DREAM OF BEAUTY, 
SAYS ART CRITIC 


Architecture, Decoration and 
Landscape Best Italian Repre- 
sentative Has Seen. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—‘San Fran- 
cisco’s exhibition, from which I have 
just come, surpasses all other inter- 
national exhibitions held in the last 15 
years. From Paris to Brussels, from 
Ghent to Rome, from Turin to Buenos 
Aires, I have been to them all, either 
in connection with my own studies or 
officially as a representative of the Ital- 
ian Government, and it is my deep con- 
viction that for magnificence of archi- 
tecture, richness of decoration, adapta- 
tion to site, superb landscape garden- 
ing, variety of elements that compose, 
San Francisco's is the most beautiful 

international exhibition ever held.”’ 

This is the verdict pronounced by the 
Commendatore Arduini Colasanto, offi- 
cial representative of the Italian Minis- 
ter of Public Instruction at the San 
Francisco exhibition, after spending 
four months there. ° 

“The Palace of Fine Arts, especially,” 
he went on,” is as perfect a jewel of 
architecture as any of those built in 
Athens in her palmiest days. 

“It is easy to pick flaws in detail, but 
the tout ensemble of those buildings, 
etretching for five mlies beside one of 
the most beautiful bays in the world, 


ant vegetation, and the amazing variety 
of innumerable flowers, under a trans- 
parent, cloudless sky, makes up the 
most splendid architectural mass that 
can be imagined. 


Dream of Beauty. 

“In these buildings the calm, pure 
line of the Greeks, the opulent magnifi- 
cence of Roman monuments, the sublime 
harmonies of the Italian renaissance, 
the refined elegance of the French and 
the triumphal pomp of the Hispanic ar- 
chitecture are blended to form the vision 
of a dream. It is as if the white race 
had wished to bring together itn one su- 
preme manifestation of beauty at this 
extreme boundary of its dominion all 
the conquests of its glorious millennia! 
existence. 

“The impression that the San Fran- 
‘cisco exhibition makes at night is in- 
describable. I have never seen anything 
sO fantastic and at the same time so 
happily conceived. Violently struck by 
the rays of innumerable reflectors, 
bathed in luminous waves, the source 
of which cannot be seen, caressed, as it 
were, by slender, sparkling rays which 
insinuate themselves among the decora- 
tions or lose themselves along the pin- 
nacles, the shapes of the buildings are 
animated by a strange and unsuspected 
life. While the points, the spires, the 
towers seem to soar up, up, to lose them- 
selves in the immensity of the night, the 
tower of jewels glistens in the reflection 
of its myriads of hanging brilliants, and 
the mfagnificent arches, open to the 
flight of the doves and to all the per- 
fumes and music of the air, seem to 
stretch immeasurably to drink in the 
fresh sea breeze. 


Would Perpetuate Buildings. 

“IT am not astonished that in San 
Francisco an active movement to per- 
petuate at least some of these build- 
ings is already on foot. Famous archi- 
tects like Polk, Landsburg, are lead- 
ers in this. It seems tc me that this 
desire on the part of San Francisco's 
citizens ought to be gratified. This 
would be the finest reward that could 
be given to a people who,’stricken by 
the most tremendous disaster, has beer 
able in nine years to ralse up from its 
ruins a great and beautiful city and to 
summon all the world to come and as- 
sist at the spectacle of iis own courage 
and, at the same time, to take part 
in a wonderful festal celebration of hu- 
man labor and genius. 

“The people of San Francisco adore 
the exhibition created by their money, 
faith and enthusiasm.” 

“Of the individual national exhibits, 
which impressed you most?” I asked. 

“Those of Japan, Italy and Ar- 
gentina,”’ replied the Commendatore. 
“Though Japan’s art as shown at San 
Francisco is very old to the Japanese 
and to those who know Jupan intimate- 
ly, it appears novel to most of us. The 
younger Italians who exhibited are show- 
ing great daring in striving to do new 
things or to find a new way of doing 
old things. Those of the Argentine are 
notable for skill and technique more 
than for novelty. The most striking 
single object is a Japanese statue called 
‘The Strike.’ There are cnly three fig- 
ures in it, but it is most impressive be- 
cause of the pathos tnat tney express. 
It is a sublime conception carried out 
with consummate skill. 

“Among the Italians, the pictures by 
Ettore Tito are unquestionably the 
finest. Tito was the only artist to re- 
ceive a grand prize by unanimous vote 
of the jury.” 


Fieseke Best of Americans. 

“‘And of the American artists, whose 
work is most praiseworthy?’ 

“Fieseke’s,”” he replied without hesi- 
tation. ‘‘It.is brilliant. The Americans 
on the jury proposed him for the silver 
medal but I, who was vice president, 
urged that the grand prize be awarded 
to him. This was done, although the 
vote was by no means unanimous.” 

“How about Richard Miller?” 

“‘Miller is not well represented at San 
Francisco. He was represented better

Prof. Edmund von Mach of Cambridge, 
Mass., who recently advanced the idea 
that the United States ought to have 
stopped the European war at its incep- 
tion, is now out with the suggestion 
that German-Americans should put can- 
didates for office on record as to. their 
attitude toward the pro-German propa- 
ganda in this country. 

Prof. von Mach’s article, in the forth- 
coming issue of “The Fatherland,” re- 
lates to this fall’s elections. The only 
elections to be held this fall are state. 
Members of Congress, the only body 
which has power to act in regard to in- 
ternational matters, will not be elected 
until the fall of 1816. Seven states will 
elect Governors this fall, and these 
Governors will have as much to do with 
the nation’s diplomatic affairs and its 
foreign relations as a township Con- 
stable, and no more.

ALLIED PRISONERS 
UN ISLAND ALWAYS 
TRYING TO ESCAPE 


Interned by Holland, 27 Officers 
Refuse to Promise Not to 
Return to Colors. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
THE HAGUE, Netherlands, July 24.— 
Twenty-seven Belgian, French and En- 
glish officers still elect to remain pris- 
oners on the Island of Urk, in the Zuy- 
der Zee, rather than promise that they 
will not try to escape from Holland and 
return to their colors to fight. If they 
were willing to give their promise not 
to try to escape they would be allowed 


to roam enywhere in Holland. 


The island is a sort of geographical 
joke, for it is little more than a small 
sandbank that was left high and dry 
when the sea drowned the central part 
of The Netherlands and formed the Zuy- 
der Zee. About 2200 people, however, 
live on this little stretch of land, which 
the average pedestrian may cross in 

‘ minutes. 


The islanders are extremely clannish 
and stick to the dress of 200 years ago. 
They amuse themselves by fishing for 
herring and anchovies and in building 
dykes against the winter terrors of the 
North Sea. 


The presence of the interned officers 
is regarded as a sort of sporting affair, 
even among the Dutch guards. The 
commander describes the situation by 
saving: -‘We are excellent friends with 
our prisoners. We greatly respect the 
men who try to escape and return to 
their country to go on with the fight. 
Only it is our duty to keep them here.’’ 

Next to Commander Nyssens of the

culture and education and as a hospita- 
ble city and as one of the greatest mar- 
kets in the United States.’’ 

To the people of the territory tribu- 
tary to St. Louis especially, and to the 
entire United States, he extends an in- 
vitation to visit St. Louis for business 
and pleasure and join in the fall festivi- 
ties, the Veiled Prophet pageant and 
the agricultural fair. e 

Buy-in-St. Louls Week will be under 
the auspices of the Buy-in-8t. Louis 
League, with the co-operation of the 
Business Men’s League, the Sales Man- 
agers’ Bureau, the Advertising Club, the 
St. Louis Implement, Vehicle and Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association, the Women's 
Council and many other civic and com- 
mercial organizations. 

The week is to be devoted to present- 
ing the claims of St. Louis as the lead- 
ing central market of the United States.

INDIANA MAN AMONG THOSE 
KILLED AT DARDANELLES 


A. L. Sherbourne Served in Spanish 
and Boer Wars and Enlisted in 
New South Wales Regiment. 

Correspondence of the Associated Press, 

SYDNEY, <Australia, July 31.—The 
names of several men who gave their 
home as the United States upon volun- 
teering with Australian contingents for 
active service in the war, have appeared 
lately in the published lists of casual- 
ties cabled from Turkey to the common- 
wealth. 

Notable among those killed was Ser- 
géant-Major A. I.. Sherbourne, who en- 
listed in a New South Wales command. 
Sherbourne was a native of Indiana. He 
was a trolley car conductor in Newcas- 
tle, this State, when he enlisted. He 
was seriously wounded in the first land- 
ing of Australian troops on the Gal- 
lpoli Peninsula, but in a recent letter 
to a friend in Newcastle he announced 
hia intention of shortly returning to the 
front. He did so and met his death. 

Sergeant-Major Sherbourne served in 
the United States Navy in the war with 
Spain and subsequently served in’ the 
British army in the Boer war. He was 
present at the .capture of Santiago in 
the former war and in the latter he 
earned a medal. After the Boer war he 
joined the Cape Mounted Police in South 
Africa and received special commenda- 
tion for courageous conduct. He also 
had considerable literary attainments 
and was the author of a number of 
short stories. 

In a letter written by him to a Sydney 
newspaper not long before the Austral- 
ian expeditionary force was shifted to 
j'urkey to fight, he vigorously defended 
the conduct of the Australian soldiery 
in Egypt; it having been reported in 
some quarters that the troops from the 
Antipodes were falling into evil ways

The Standard Oi) Co. entered into a 
preliminary agreement with China last 
year for the development of oil districts 
in the northern part of the country. 
This agreement expires tomorrow. 
“The American legation will continue 
efforts to reconcile the differences be- 
tween the Government and the com- 
pany. The expiring agreement provides 
for the exploitation of the oil fields 
of the province of Shensi and the north- 
ern part of the province of ili. It 
was contemplated that shou they 
prove sufficiently valuable, a Chino- 
American cdmpany was to be formed, in 
which the Standard Oil Co. would have 
had a controlling interest, the Chinese 
Government receiving a certain per- 
centage of the shares.

Matanzas, Fla.; the first example of 
the effect. on masonry of long-distance 
cannorade by rifled guns at Cook Spur 
Island, Ga.; the surrender monument at 
Vicksburg, »iss.-: the Custer monument, 
Montana;-a frame house on Constitution 
Island, West Point, N. Y., used as head- 
quarters in Revolutionary days; the 
Statue of Liberty, New York harbor; 
the Dutch monument at San Juan, Porto 
Rico, erected tore than 100 years ago; 
the Patapeco ard Osceola monuments, 
Fort Moultrie, 8. C.; the Andrew Jack- 
son monument, Greenville, Tenn.; the 
monument to Ma). L’Enfant, designer of 
the City of Wushington; the Maine me- 
morial, Arlington Cemetery; the York- 
town monument commemorating the 
battle of Yorktown, and a number of 
monuments to Union and Confederate 
troops on Civil War battlefields.

NEW YORK, Aug. 15 (Sunday).— 
The New York World prints a 
lengthy article this morning, giving 
many interesting details of the meth- 
ods of certain German-Americans and 


o> German agents in their work of pro- 


moting the German propaganda in 


this country, and their efforts to in- 
fluence American opinion. The article 


is announced as the first of a series, 
and it is based in large part upon 
private correspondence which The 
World has obtained. Several letters 
and other papers are reproduced. The 
pincipal facts in today’s article are: 

1, The weekly magazine “Fath- 
erland,” which professes loyalty 
to the American Government, but 
which bitterly attacks President 
Wilson, and which undertook to 
justify the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania, and has taken the German 
side in all the negotiations grow- 
ing out of that act, is financed by 
the German Government, and is 
partially, if not entirely, con- 
trolled by that Government. The 
German Government is represent- 
ed in this matter by Dr. Heinrich 
F. Albert, most active of Ger- 
many’s financial agents in the 
United States. 

2. A attempt was made by M. 
B. Claussen, publicity manager of 
The Hamburg-American Steam- 
Ship Co.,, and manager of the 
German information bureau in 
the Hotel Astor, New York, to 
bring about the purchase of the 
American Press Association, for 
the purpose of getting matter 
favorable to the German cause 
into the thousands of weekly and 
small daily newspapers which it 
supplies with news and pictures. 
The American Press Association, 
in New York, is an agency for 
supplying “patent insides,” elec- 
trotyped news and pictures to 
small papers, and it should not 
be confused with telegraphic 
news agencies such as the Asoci- 
ated Press. The plan for its ac- 
quisition provided that it should 
remain, ostensibly, under Amert- 
can management. Claussen re- 
ported to Financial Agent Albert 
that he had obtained a 30-days’ 
option on “a controlling interest” 
in the American Press Association 
Courtiand Smith, president of the 
concern, denies, that such an op- 
tion was given. 

Pianned to Purchase Daily Paper. 

8. A plan to purchase the New 
York Evening Mail, and convert 
it into a pro-German organ, was 
pushed on for some time by Paul 
T. Davis, and his father, George 
H. Davis, a native of Germany. 
They acted, at first, in the hope 
that the German Government 
through Ambassador von Berns- 
Gorff, would finance the plan. 
When they learned that this 
could not be arranged, they car- 
ried on an attempt to finance the 
plan in this country. The fact of 
th 1 attempt to acquire the Mail, 
as a German organ, was printed 
in New York daily papers when 
the negotiations were first at- 
tempted. 

4. A confidential report by an 
agent of the German Govern- 
ment, copies of which were sent 
to Ambassador Bernstorff, to 
Financial Agent Albert and to 
the Berlin Government, last 
month, recommended that a news 
bureau, to sell news to American 
papers, be established “with Ger- 
man money.” This “news” was 
to be of a character favorable 
to Germany. 

5, The same report recommend- 
ed that negotiations be begun 
with a leading lecture bureau, to 
induce “suitable Americans” to 


| _ @eliver lectures of a kind which 
should indirectly help Germany.

HE New York World, in its article showing the activities of Ger- 
T man-Americans and German agents in this country, prints a 
confidential report, which it says was made to Dr. Heinrich 
F. Albert, German financial agent in this country, and copies of 
which were sent to Berlin and to Ambasador Bernstorff. 
recommended the establishment of a pro-German news syndicate in the 
United States and the subsidizing of a lecture course. 
the author of the report is not given. 

The report estimates the cost of the proposed news syndicate as 
45,000 marks a month, or 1,080,000 marks ($270,000) for two years. A 
part of this outlay would be repaid by the income from the news ser- 
The cost of the lecture enterprise is figured not to exceed 


vice, 
$75,000. 

The report, in part, is as fol- 
lows: 


‘““Control Opinion by News.’’ 

‘In order to obtain our aim, 
it is necessary to begin and carry 
through a press agitation which 
is adapted to the character, the 
wishes and the ways of thinking 
of the American public. Every- 
thing must be communicated to 
them in the form of ‘news,’ as 
they have been accustomed to this 
and only understand this kind of 
propaganda. The value of such a 
press campaign in America if car- 
ried out BY Americans FOR 
Americans can be seen from the 
following concrete examples: 

“For the distribution of the 
news, which we have in view it 
will be absolutely necessary to 
found a new American news syn- 
dicate with German money. This 
has to be accomplished by a Unit- 
ed States corporation without let- 
ting it become known that Ger- 
man money is behind it. It has 
to be the aim of this syndicate 
to give to the American news- 
papers and magazines news and 
pictures with such a value as 
‘news’ that the American news- 
papers will feel compelled to buy 
them. These news and pictures 
have to be SOLD because, first, 
the American editor despises 
news delivered for nothing, as he 
imagines that anybody who de- 
livers news for nothing has a 
selfish purpose, and second, be- 
cause the bureau (respectively 
syndicate) should in course of 
time not only cover its expenses, 
but also pay a dividend. This 
dividend would be used for the 
purpose of extending the activi- 
ties of the bureau and thereby 
increase its value for German 
diplomacy. 


‘ ‘Open Propaganda Hurtful.” 


“The news sent out must not 
make the impression of being put 
out for propaganda purposes. Al- 
though its principal value is 
based on its being pro-German, 
its success depends largely on the 
subtlety of representation. The 
bureau should be opened under the 
supposition that its existence is a 
permanent one. 

“It is evident that news gath- 
ered and distributed by an Amer- 
ican bureau, but written in the 
German interest, is immensely 
more valuable than anything is- 
sued by a German bureau. Aft- 
er the war the bureau could alse 
send American news to German 
newspapers. The origin of the 
news must forever be kept 4 
secret not only in America but 
also here in Germany, as other- 
wise the whole matter would be 
no value. It is only neces- 
sary that a few of the highest 
officials should know its origin. 

“The syndicate is to be organ- 
nzed in the following manner: 

“The American corporation 
-hould consist of two bureaus, 
one in Berlin, the other in New 
York. The Berlin bureau should 
be the headquarters for news 
an? pictures from Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Turkey and _ the 
Balkan States. The employes 
should consist of a manager, one 
or two reporters and other néc- 
essary help. On the Eastern and 
* “estern fronts a well-known and 
popular American war corre- 

endent should be stationed who 
would have to have access to 
all material which they abso- 
lutely requtire. In case diffi- 
culties arise in sending the writ- 
ter reports made by the war 
correspondents az.d the reporters 
to New York a special inessenger 
service would uave to be estab- 
lished, Besides the Foreign Of- 
fice would have to permit the 
bureatt » telegraph daily by 
wirele*s 3000 to 4000 words. I 
desire to state in this connection 
jaat a single wireless telegram 
sent by Mr. Cory in the German 
cause has been more us.ful than 
all the official re orts sent by 
‘he Government by wireless since 
the beginning of the war. 


“Fur‘hermore, a_ telegraphic 
code would have to be worked 
out which, gotten up in a com- 
mercial manner, would make it 
possible to transmit such tele- 
grams through a Dutch or Swiss 
bank friendly to Germany to a 
bank in New York also friendly 
to Germany. If this is carried 
out in the right manner an enor- 
mous quantity of material could 
be cabled over without the ene- 
my knowing how it got there.

(The report then proposes a 
plan for supplying photographic 
service, and makes a detailed 
estimate of the cost of maintain- 
ing the New York and Berlin 
ureaus, at a total cost, as stated 
avove, of $270,000 for two years.) 


Lectures Advocated. 


“IT also consider it tn the inter- 
est of the German cause in Amer- 
ica necessary to make use of the 
lecturing tours, which have been 
employed with good success in 
America. For this purpose it is 
necessary that somebody get into 
communication with one of the 
leading lecture bureaus in Amer- 
ica in order to induce suitable 
Americans to lecture, which 
would aid the German cause part- 
ly indirectly, partly by fighting 
for pro-Americanism in opposi- 
tion to the English rule: for in- 
stance the well-known magazine 
editor, S. S. McClure, who contin- 
ually agitates for a strong cen- 
tral government in America, be- 
sides Congressman Bartholdt. the 
leader of the’ German-Americans, 
who with all his power is fight- 
ing for strict and real neutrality, 
and Congressman Gardner and 
Hobson who are now fighting for 
a larger army and fleet and for 
energetic action toward Japan. 

“Among others the well-known 
marine painter and writer, Reu- 
terdahl, who is against Japan, 
and the pro-military agitator, 
Burr McIntosh, could be proposed. 
The well-known former Senator 
Beveridge could undoubtedly also 
be secured. As is well-known, 
these lecture bureaus are pure 
commercial enterprises which or- 
ganize the tours and pay the re- 
spective lecturer so much per 
lecture. Particularly during the 


tours are taking place in the 
United States and nobody in 
America refuses to go on these 
lecture tours. The present Secre- 
tarv of Stete. Brvan, earns in this 
manner every year a fortune. In 
this case the gentlemen do not 
need be informed that an Ameri- 
ean has given spectal orders to 
arrange just these tours for them.

“Hoping that my . proposals 
will lead to a successful result, I 
will take the liberty of advis- 
ing in the interest of the Ger- 
man cause—aside from the fact 
whether my proposals will be car- 
ried out or not—that the follow- 
ine should be avoided on the 
part of Germany in the future: 

“1, The Belgtan neutrality 
question as well as the queation 
of the Belgian atrocities should 
not be mentioned any more in the 
future. 

“2. It should not be tried any 
more in America to put the blame 
of the world war and its conse- 
quences alone on England as a 
considerable English element ex- 
ists In America, and the Amert- 
can people hold to the view that 
ail parties, as usual, are partly 
guilty for the war. 

“3. The pride and the imazgi- 
nation of the Americans with re- 
gard to their culture should not 
continually be offended by the as- 
sertion that German culture is 
the only real cultcre and = sur- 
passes everything else. 

“4. The publication of purely 
scientific pamphlets should be 
avoided in future as far as the 
American people are concerned, 
as their dry readings annoys the 
American and is incomprehensible 
to him. 

“5. Finally it t«j of the utmost 
importance that the authoritq, as 
well as the German people, cease 
continually to discuss publicly the 
delivery of American arms and 
ammunition, as well as to let ev- 
ery American feel their displeas- 


ure about it.”

“A joint meeting of a committee con- 
sisting of Representatives Thomas E. 
Coyne, president Teamsters’ Council; 
Daniel J. Murphy, seventh vice presi- 
dent Teamsters’ Council, and members 
ot Locals No 600 and No. 729, and a com- 
mittee of the team owners, met at the 
Mercantile Club, and after considering 
the question of pay, hours of work, 
etc., the following was agreed upon: 

“The wage scale to remain the same 
as heretofore for a period of one year 
from Aug. 1], 1915. 

The changes in the working hours as 
follows. Drivers to report at 6:30 a. m. 
at barns instead of 6, overtime to be- 
gin at 6:20 instead of €:35. Any man 
out after 6:20 to receive pay for a full 
hour. WNo driver shall be required to 
report for any work on Sunday. Any 
driver who is to be laid off shall be 
notified the night before that his serv- 
ices are not required.” 

Fourteen nonunion teamsters, who had 
volunteered for $5 each to bring United 
Statcs mail from East St. Louis to this 
city in trucks of the St. Louis Transfer 
Co. were besieged by- hundreds of strik- 
ers and sympathizers for two hours 
earlier in the evening in a building at 
Broadway and Chouteau avenue, until 
they were rescued by the police. 

Officials of the Teamsters’ Union had 
informed postcffice inspectors that there 
would be no attempt to interfere with 
the mails. The union offered to supply 
drivers for mail wagons. but this offer 
was not accepted and nonunion men 
were found to attempt the trip. 

Twelve big trucks, sent from the yards 
uf the Transfer company, were manned 
hy two men each. Each wagon dis- 
played prominently upon both sides and 
in front a sign freshly painted in black 
letters upon a blue background, ‘“U. 5S. 
Maii.’”’ 


No Trouble at Postoffice. 

There was no interference with the 
trucks during their trip, although a 
crowd assembled at the St. Louis end of 
Eads bridge to watch the transit of the 
wagons and cnother crowd was in walt- 
ing near the Postoffice building to wit- 
nese the arrival At neither point was 
there a demonstration. 

After the trail had been delivered, 
the wagons were followed by a crowd 
from the Union Station to the barns at 
Broadway and Chouteau avenue. 

There were only seven trucks upon the 
return trip and the drivers and helpers 
were assailed with a stream of highly 
seasoned comment as they drove to the 
atables. A crowd estimated in the hun- 
dreds was at the stabies awaiting the 
arrivel of the teams.

Allies Encouraged by Musco- 
vite Success West of 
Dvinsk and at Kovno— 
Mackensen’s Victories Re- 
ported to Be Empty. 


Crisis Drawing Near in the 
Balkans Where Allies and 
Central Empires Struggle 
for Aid of Neutrals. 


German-Austrian Troops

LONDON, Aug. 14.—With an ap- 
parent improvement of the Russtan 
situation on the eastern front, there 
are renewed expressions of confidence 
in the allied countries. The Rus- 
sians claim they aré continuing to 


drive the Germans back from Riga 


and west of Dvinsk and are keeping 


them away from the fortress of 


Kovno. 

Although the Austro-Germans con- 
tinue theirgvictorious advance in the

from official reports of any mention 
of the capture of guns or ammuni- 
tion indicates that all the towns and 
positions which are being taken by 
the invaders are evacuated before 
their arrival. 

Field Marshal von Mackensen has 
resumed his advance between the 
Vieprz and the Bug, after having been 
delayed for several days by Russian 
counter attacks which finally over- 
came his cavalry, once before driven 
back 20 miles from Vliadova on the 
Bug and again when approaching that 
town. 

The only detelopment on the west- 
ern front is the German claim of an- 
other local success in the Argonne, 
and this claim finds no confirmation 
in the French report, which declares 
all attacks were repulsed. 

Crisis Near in Balkana. 

Affairs in the Balkans are approach- 
ing a crises. While diplomatic nego- 
tiations are proceeding in an effort to 
induce states still neutral to cast their 
lot with one side or the other, the cen- 
tral Powers have massed troops on the 
Balkan frontiers. Their plan, it is sup- 
posed, is to force a way through to re- 
lieve Turkey, who is believed to be 
badly in need of shells. 

This concentration, which has been 
followed by an artillery attack on Ser- 
vian positions, is equally a menace to 
sumania, which again has refused to 
permit shells to pass through her ter- 
ritory to Turkey. 

The Rumanian army already is partly 
mobilized and four new divisions of re- 
serves now have been called out. 

Bulgaria has yet made no move while 
awaiting the reply of the Quadruple 
Entente to her demand that Servia and 
Greece concede Macedonia to her in 
return for her military support. This 
answer probably will be forthcoming 
after the meeting of the Greek and 
Servian Parliaments next week.

Everything ran like clockwork. At 5 
o'clock I was shaking hands with the 
Captain of this most important aviation 
station and he was explaining to me just 
how, day and night, his aeroplanes 
guarded Paris from German air attacks. 
At a couple of minutes past 5 I was 
Struggling into a heavy leather suit, 
which I put on over my regular clothes, 
and a heavy padded helmet which was 
carefully fastened under my chin by a 
buttoned flap and an elastic band. A 
minute later I was climbing sinuously 
into my seat in. the front of the aero- 
plane, while my pilot wormed his way 
into his seat a few feet behind me. 

A few seconds later the two great pro- 
pellers (or rather tractors) started to 
flash around with a snap and a roar. 
The battleplane started slowly forward, 
gained speed till we were running along 
the big field like a racing automobile, 
then suddenly the people standing round 
dropped away from us like a gigantic 
express elevator load leaving one stand- 
ing on the upper ‘floor of a skyscraper. 
In a moment more the earth had become 
a strange and placid panorama with 
which we had no connection or con- 
cern. 

Earth tooked Like Crazy Quilt. 

On and up, on and up we flew, headed 
straight as an arrow for the closest 
portion of the battie front, 90 kilometers 
(about 58 miles) away. As the vast 
crazy quilt of numberless shades of 
green and brown rolled slowly below us 
I had time to pay more attention to my 
immediate surroundings. I sat in the 
front, or observer's, seat of a great new 
French biplane, which the English call 
a “‘battleplane’’ and the French call an 
“Avion de Chasse,” or “hunting aero- 
plane.”’ 

They call their smaller or one cy}!- 
indered machines their “Avions des 
Reglage” or “Regulating Aeorplane:.” 
But these great biplanes they fondly 
call their “hunting” aeroplanes, for 
with them they hunt the Taubes and 
the Aviatiks of the enemy, and they 
tell me that their enemy generally 
gives them a wide berth. 

I found myslif setting in a little 
cockpit straped to a comfortable seit. 
In the floor of the little cocknif, 
right in front of my feet, was a 
little glass window through which I 
could watch the ground passing direct- 
ly (through some thousand feet) un- 
derneath.’ We had not brought along 
any bombs. 

I could get an uninterrupted view 
of the scenery across a space of 
about four feet right ahead. Farther 
to the right and the left the view 
flickered curiously through the light- 
ning swift twirling of the propeller 
blades. 

“Don’t stretch your head out in 
front or to either side,” had cau- 
tioned the aviation chief before I 
left the earth, “or you will certainly 
be guillotined.” 

I ecraned my neck gingerly round 
to look behind me. In another lit- 
tle cockpit about four feet aft sat 
the pilot. I could just see his face 
peering over the edge through a low 
windshield. Past his head on each 
side Il got a view of the country we 
were leaving behind. This happened 
to be a farewell glimpse of Paris. tt 
stretched vaguely away, bathed ‘a 
the light afternoon sun and “yet 
shrouded in heavy haze, a sort of 
birdseye Whistler. 


“Like a Carpet Merchant's 


Now feeling the air becoming dis- 
tinctly colder I looked ahead again. 
For a time we had been flying at 
about 1000 meters (about two-thirds 
of a mile), but now we gradually 
climbed to 2000. The outrunners of the 
clouds began to drift by in wisps of 
what seemed like mist. Below, tho 
earth looked like the display of a 
carpet merchant’s dreams. Square 
carpets, oblong carpets, long strips 
of carpet, carpets of light green, of 
dark green, of every intermediate 
shade of green, carpets of fawn col- 
or and of brown, thin cargpets and car- 
pets of wonderfully thick pile, plain 
carpets and carpets with symmetrical 
designs in light brown dots.

I 
could not read it upside down. I opened 
my leather coat, and with the cold 
instantly biting into my chest. ‘iauled 
out my notebook and pencil and 
stretched them out to him. He shook 
his head and indicated that he could not 
take both hands away from the steer- 
ing wheel. So I buttoned up my coat 
again in some perplexity. 

Then without abruptness, with a cer- 
tain sickening majesty, the aeroplane 
stood on its head and shot down to 
the surface of the white cloud. As it 
swallowed us we began to spiral rapidly 
round as though we were toboygganing 
at top speed down a giant corkscrew. 
As we went on down through this white 
nothingness I became very dizzy. The 
propellers had slowed way down and I 
thought the engines had failed and that 
we were either falling 1000 feet or mak- 
ing a forced descent. But the pilot sat 
ctill back above me so I did likewise. 
Then suddenly we spiralley suddenly 
down through the bottom of cloud into 
sight of earth again. Instantaneously 
the engines broke into their old roar 
and the aeroplane stopped pointing 
straight down and assumed a steep 
slant. If any one ever heaved a sigh of 
relief I did it then. 

[ felt the rapping behind me. TLook- 
ing round I saw the pilot pointing down 
at the earth ahead and to our right 
and shouting quite inaudibly at me. I 
shook my head. Then as we careened 
downward he stopred his motors, and 
in the sudden deafening silence, he 
shouted out: ‘“‘The front!” 

Here if my hopes had materialized I 
should be able to give a most striking 
picture of a battle as seen from an 
aeroplane. But honesty compels me to 
say that anvone who wants to get a 
good clar view of the front had much 
better go there on the surface of the 
earth and not through the air. 

Front a Maze of White Lines. 

In the first place it takes quite a 
little time and trouble to discern the 
lines of opposing trenches even when 
stand on a quiet observation 
with a General painstakingly 
pointing and explaining just where 
they run. Here, though we were now 
only 1000 meters up, we were racing 
along the front at 130 kilometers an 
hour and all my friend, the pilot, 
could do was to point here and there 
frantically. So, among the maze of 
white lines I saw running below me 
through the hazy atmosphere, some 
I took for trenches were undoubted- 
ly trenches, while only a very few 
could I unhesitatingly guarantee to 
have been trenches. 

In the next place, the roar of the 
engine totally drowned out all the 
reports of the guns and the explo- 
sions of the shells which are such 
a striking feature of the front. 


To make matters still more un- 
dramatic there was no battle going 
on at the precise moment when we 
shot downward out of the clouds, 
but only a rather languid artillery 
exchange. Even a regulating aero- 
plane which was sailing round di- 
rectly below us and about half way 
down between us and the earth was 
having an exceptionally peaceful time 
of it. We could look down and plain- 
ly see the red, white and blue cir- 
cles of France painted on the tops 
of its planes, but there were none 
of the customary wooly little white 
clouds of German shrapnel bursting 
round it. 

Furthermore, the batteries right 
below it and wus were so cleverly 
concealed that they were quite in- 
visible. The only signs of its being 
a front at all were the bursting 
shells from the French batteries. 
these little puffs of smoke in the 
hazy distance. The pilot shouted un- 
ceasingly, but he had a discouraging 
time pointing them out to my un- 
accustomed eyes as we raced along. 

Return Over Competane. 

So, this, I fear, is all that anyone 
visiting the front by aeroplane would 
have seen this afternoon. Possibly

BANKERS PLEDGE 


AID IN MARKETING 
THE COTTON CROP 


Steps Taken to Prevent Disas- 
trous Overloading of Market 
Early in Season. 


By Associated Press. 
GALVESTON, “Tex., Aug. 14.—Repre- 


sentative bankers from eight cotton- 
growing states today pledged themselves 
to stand solidly behind the produccrs m 
an effort to obtain a fair and uniform 
price for cotton and in this they were 
pledged the support of the four Federai 
reserve banks in the South. The meet- 
ing of bankers held here today resulted 
in the permanent organization of the Cct- 
ton States Bankers’ Conference. Th? 
next meeting will be held in November 
or December, subject to the call of Jo- 
seph Hirsch, presiding officer, of Corpus 
Christi, Tex. 

The means by which it is proposed to 
secure to the producers a fair price for 
their staple is the gradual marketing of 
cotton. The bankers have agreed to aa- 
vance money to the farmers on cotton 
securities and the Federal reserve bank 
representatives agreed to rediscount this 
paper. Thus they hope to offer no more 
cotton thon the market will instantly 
absorb. 

That the ‘Federal reserve directors are 
in sympathy with the movement was 
shown by several telegrams from Chair- 
man W. G. P. Harding of the Federal 

Reserve Board. In one of these Hari- 
ing expressed a willingness to meet with 
a committee of Southern bankers in 
Birmingham Aug. 2. Pursuant to this 
expression, a- committee was appointed 
and will confer with Harding on the 
general subject of cotton marketing. 

Representatives of the St. Louis, Dal- 
las and Atlanta Federal reserve banks 
attended the conference, as did also the 
presidents of the State bankers’ associa- 
tion of Oklahoma, Arkansas, Georgia, 
Louisiana and Texas. 

It was decided to send emissaries 
into the cotton belt to explain the 
bankers’ willingness and prepared- 
ness to handle the cotton without 
sacrifices. 


have seen more, but the pilot had 
important dinner engagements in 
Paris and the sun was getting very 
low. So we reluctantly swept round 
and, leaving the silver band of the 
Aisne behind us, started for home. 
We Kept low, not over 1000 meters, 
so that the landscape was very clear 
and interesting. First we passed 
over the city of Compeigne, where 
I lunched with Dr. Carel (of the 
Rockefeller Institute, New York) only 
three days ago to the accompani- 
ment of an artillery obligatory. Then 
right over the big dark green forest 
of Compiegne where I tried but 
failed to locate a chateau I had visit- 
ed with Mme. Carel, then on and 
on over a further entrancing exhibit 
of particolored carpets fitting to- 
gether at the edge as snugly as any 
completed picture puzzle. 

Before long we reached Senlis 
where I stopped on my way to 
Compiegne the other day to take 
snap shots of the streets and of 
houses gutted by the Germans dur- 
ing their brief occupation before the 
battle of the Marne. Passing over 
Senlis we dropped lower so that I 
could get a bird's-eye view of the 
havoc. Then on and on without in- 
cident till the smoke of Paris came 
into sight and on and on again till I 
looked down through a_ thousand 
yards or so of space to the aviation 
field from which I had started just 
one hour and 25 minutes earlier. 

Suddenly the motors stopped, the aero- 
plane keeled over onto the tip of its 
left wing and, pivoting around on it, 
we began our dizzy spiral descent. First 
on one wing tip and then on the other 
we corkscrewed dizzily down. The whole 
surface of the earth would swiftly fly 
up, revolving as it came, and slap me 
on the left side of the face. A fraction 
of a second later the same revolving 
surface would heave swiftly up to slap 
me on the right side of my face. This 
double spiral descent is certainly by all 
odds the dizziest proceeding that was 
ever devised by man. 


Finally, with a swoop which T made 
would carry away most of the 
chimney pots of the suburb, we made a 
beautiful glide and alighted as smooth- 
ly on the grass of'the aviation field as 
a canoe launched from a beach into a 
quiet lake. 


Final Thrill After Landing. 

There one would think our day had 
ended, but there was one very vivid 
thrill left. As the aeroplane came to a 
stop a mechanic came running up, car- 
rying a pneumatic wheel. He spoke a 
few sharp words to the pilot, and the 
latter asked me to get out quickly: that 
he would return and explain some of the 
details of our flight a little later. So 
I scrambled out, the machinist scram- 
bled into my place carrying the wheel 
and with a rattle and a roar the aero- 
plane rolled across the field leaped up 
into the air again. 

I joined some aviation officers and 
asked what was the matter. They point- 
ed to a machine a few thousand feet 
above us and @&plctned that in leaving 
the ground that machine had lost one of 
its wheels. The aviator was ignorant of 
this, and unless warned in time would, 
on trying to make his landing. turn 
turtle and get killed. My pilot had gone 
up to meet him in the upper air and by 
waving the wheel at him indicate his 
predicament so that he could land on the 
left wheel and tail of his machine. 

“Unless he understands before he 
lands he is a dead man,” said the offi- 
cer. 

This really was a dramatic spectacle— 
the one aviator soaring on guard, high 
in the air, in complete unconsciousness 
of the death that awaited, the other 
climbing nearer and nearer and then 
circling round and round in narrowing 
circles. Finally the first machine start- 
ed down.

CHIEF FACTOR IN 
BRITISH DISPUTE 


Keen Interest Being Taken in 
American Note About to Be 
Sent to London. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug 14.—The United 

States is keenly interested in three 


important notes io belligerent na- 


tions of Europe. A note to Germany 
in reply to that empire’s last comm- 


unication about the sinking of the 
Frye, is now in Berlin, and will be 
made public next week. One to Aus- 
tria, in reply to a protest against the 
shipment of munitions of war to the 
allies, will reach Vienna tomorrow 
and will be given. to the press for 
Monday morning. One to Great Brit- 
afn, protesting against the Order in 
Council, is in course of preparation. 

The German Government désires to 
refer the Frye case to a court of ar- 
bitration for settlement. The United 
States contends that it is not a case 
for arbitration, or prize court. The 
sinking of the Frye, which flew an 
American flag, *was in violation of 
treaties and international law and 
reparation must be made. 

The note to Austria, argues that 
dealers in arms and munitions in this 
country are within their rights when 
they ship arms and ammunition to 
belligerent nations, and it would be 
considered unneutral in the circum- 
Stances to stop their doing so just 
because they deal with the allies and 
not with Germany and Austria. 
German Interest in Note to Britain. 

The note to Britain is gning to set 
forth clearly the position of the 
United States on the Order in Coun- 
cil, contending that it depriving 
American and other neutral shippers 
of their legal rights at sea. Ship- 
pers all over the country are watch- 
ing for this note. The friends of 
Germany and politicians who are 
seeking to stir up criticism of the 
administration on “the ground that it 
is too lenient toward Great Britain 
also are awaiting it. The note will 
be sent to London Wednesday. 

Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British 
Ambassador, is expected at the State 
Department Tuesday. He has been 
sent for by the department and will 
be shown a copy of the note before 
it is cabled. 

It is said the note has been much 
condensed since the State Department 
received the supplementary note of 
Great Britain, maintaining the legality 
of the blockades and insisting that this 
country was the actual beneficiary of 
the blockade. 

The controversy with Great Britain 
over the Order in Council is becoming 
more acute now because of the de- 
mands of the cotton people. <A lively 
tilt between the State Department and 
the British Foreign Ofice is expected 
over the proposition to make cotton 
contraband. 

British Attitude Last October. 

On October 26, 1914, Acting Secretary 
cf State Lansing made public the fol- 
lowing communication which was de- 
livred in person by Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, the British Ambassador, and 
which was printed in the Post-Dis- 
patch of Oct. 27: 

‘In compliance with your request I 
telegraphed on the 23d instant to my 
Government to inquire what was their 
view with regard to cotton and whether 
or not they considered it to be contra- 
band. You addressed this question to 
me, as you said there seemed to be 
doubt in certain quarters in this coun- 
try as to the attitude of my Govern- 
ment. 

“Last night I received a reply from 
Sir Edward Grey, in which he author- 
izes me to give the assurance that cot- 
ton will not be seized. He points out 
that cotton has not been put in any of 
our lists of contraband, and as your de- 
partment must be aware from the draft 
proclamation now in your possession, 
it is not proposed to include it in our 
new list of contraband. It is, therefore, 
as far as Great Britain is concerned in 
the free list and will remain there.”’ 

When this statement was called at the 
time to the attention of Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo, he issued the follow- 
ing: 

‘There is no reason why underwriters 
who cover marine,and war risk insur- 
ance should now hesitate to issue poli- 
cies on cotton in neutral bottoms so far 
as Great Britain is concerned. The Bu- 
reau of War Risk Insurance of the 
Treasury Department is writing insur- 
ance freely on cotton carried in Ameri- 
can vessels.’’

But his escape made a happy climax 
to the thrilling ending of an unforget- 
table afternoon.

Fox’s “Good Dispatches” Helpful.

Hollweg of the German Empire 
interested himself in a plan to 
bring about a second visit to 
Germany by Edward Lyell Fox, 
American magazine writer, whose 
“good dispatches,” according to 
the Chancellor, were of great 
benefit to Germany. A letter 
written to Ambassador von Berns- 
dorff, by order of the Chancellor, 
discussed the question of financ- 
ing Fox’s proposed visit to Ger- 
many. 

7. Claussen, as press agent of 
the German Government, pro- 
moted a plan to finance a pro-Ger- 
man moving picture enterprise, 
by a loan of $22,000 Dr. Dumba, 
Austrian Ambassador, figured in 
an agreement by which films 
owned by the Austrian Govern- 
ment were furnished for the use 
of a “Mr, Archibald,” who is 
supposed to be J. F. J, Archibald, 

a magazine writer and lecturer. 

Financial Agent Albert arranged 

the loan. 

The World begins its detailed show- 
ings, of which summaries have just been 
given by telling of the establishment of 
ithe weekly publication, Fatherland. This 
pubiication, whose circulation is said to 
be 75,000 copies weekly, made its first 
uppearance in the first month of the 
war. Of its editor, the World says: 

“There was sclected as editor of this 
publication George Sylvester Viereck, 
born in Munich 31 years ago. There is 
an intimation emong some of his friends 
that he is some way related to the pres- 
ent Elohenzollerns, the reigning family 
uf Germany. Viereck has achieved more 
or lesg celebrity as poet, playwright and 
esthete. His career has been interesting 
and at times erratic, his verses reflect- 
ing a high degree of weird emotionalism 
that has made him popular in certain 
cults of the metropolis. One of his 
treasures is a famcus violet from the 
grave of Oscar Wilde, which he proudly 
exhibits to all visitors to his interesting 
apartments. 

‘‘As editor of the International Maga- 
zine. and Current Opinion, he displayed 
his trarked ability. His play, “ The 
Vampire. ran for a brief period. He 
has lectured in the University of Ber- 
lin as ‘exchange poet.’ He has always 
beer a strong German propagandist, and 
four years ago he began publishing ar- 
ticles for the avowed purpose of cre- 
ating pro-German sentiment in this 
country. 

“Viereck became editor of Fatherland 
upor. its estahbishment. It was frankly 
and vigorously pro-German, and de- 
nounced the American attitude of neu- 
tralitv. He announced that he pro- 
posed to make the hyphen in American 
citizenship an honor. Fatherland was 
denied circulation in Canada soon after 
its appearance. 

Justified Sinking of Lusitania. 
‘“‘Tast Uectober Viereck made an appeal 

to President Wilson to stop the sale of 
munitions of war to the allies—a policy 
for which his paper had contended 
throughout its career. He made several 
trips to Washington to supply ammuni- 
tion to Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, 
who was fathering a bill to prohibit ex- 
ports of war materials to the belliger- 
ents. 

‘“Eie was an ardent supporter and pub- 
lic upholder of Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, 
until that distinguished agitator was 
forced by public sentiment to return to 
Germany under ‘safe conduct’ guar- 
anteed by Great Britain. 

“In his paper Viereck iustified the 
destruction of the Lusitania and its 
passengers. Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the 
British Ambassador, in a letter to the 
State Department, formally accused 
Viereck of having guilty foreknowledge 
of the plot to destroy the great liner a 
week before its occurrence. He has 
been 2 persistent and bitter critic of 
resident Wilson since the beginning 
of the war.” 

The World publishes a letter written 
June last under Vieroeck'’s letterhead 
and bearing his autograoh signature. It 
is addressed to Dr. Heinrich F. Albert, 
most active of the financial agents of 
the German Government in this coun- 
try. The letter was sent by a messenger 
boy, “as for obvious reasons,” Viereck 
wrote, “I do not wish it to go through 
the mall.”’ 

The letter refers to the availability, for 
secret ventures, of three women, of 
whom he spoke only by initials, and 
suggests that their compensation be 
paid by ‘“‘Mr. Meyer and Mr. Ely Simp- 
son.” The letter then incloses a mem- 
orandum of $178 expenses for June and 
acknowledges the payment of $250, leav- 
ing a balance of $1500. 

Evidertice of German Control. 
Albert’s reply, dated July 1, !s given, 

and the World states that it fixes plainly 
the responsibility for the backing of 
Fatherland. Dr. Albert wrote to Vie- 
reck: 

Your account regarding the $1600 
bonus—after deducting the $230 re- 
ceived—for the month of June, 1915, 
has been received. 

I hope, in the course of the next 
week, to be able to make payment. 
In the meantime, I request the pro- 
posal of a suitable person who can 
ascertain accurately and prove the 
financial condition of your paper. 
Ffom the moment when we can 
guarantee you a regular advance, 
I must: - 

One—Have a new statement of the 
condition of your paper. 

Two—Practice a control over the 
financial management. 

Tn addition to this, we must have 
an understanding regarding the 
course in politics winch you will 
pursue, which we have fot asked 
heretofore. Perhaps you will be so 
kind as to talk the matter over on 
the basis of this letter with Mr. 


~ 
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Other correspondence cf Viereck with 
Albert is described, in which Viereck 
told cf plans to build up a publishing 
business. Until this could be done, he 
recommended an arrangement by which 
“neutral publishers like Funk & Wag- 
nalls,”’ and the publishing firm of Crow- 
ell & Co., should print books in Ger- 
many’s interest. 
American Press Association Wanted. 

The plan for the purchabe of the Amer- 
ican Press Association, the World says, 
was discussed, favorably in recommend- 
ations of Press Agent Claussen and un- 
favorably in the report of another in- 
vestigator. Claussen reported to Finan- 
cial Agent Albert that he had obtained 
a 30-days options, expiring July 15, for 
a controlling interest in the concern, 
which he described as a $1,600,000 cor- 
poration, with main office in New York 
and 17 branch offices and plants in the 
principal cities of the United States. The 
price, he said, would be $900,000, 

Speaking of the president of the con- 
cern (who now denies that he gave 
Claussen an option), Claussen wrote to 
Albert: 

“I have impressed upon Mr. Smith that 
if I am able to raise this amount of 
money, it will be necessary to keep the 
matter absolutely secret, and that he 
must remain as president of the cor- 
poration for at least one year and pos- 
sibly two, in order to properly install the 
news service throughout the United 
States.’"’ Smith's salary, under this ar- 
rangement, €laussen wrote, would be 
$15,00 a year. 

Claussen discussed, in this connection, 
his plan to extend the ticker news serv- 
lee of the American Press Association. 
This, and other features of the plan, 
were reported upon favorably to.Albert 
by an investigator, who said the ticker 
service would be of no value, and that 
the American Press Association would 
not serve the desired purpose, because 
of what he terms its lack of news or- 
ganization and news connections. He 
describes it as being chiefly an agency 
for newspaper photographs and engrav- 
ings. 

The Daily Mail Negotiations. 

As to the plan to buy the New York 
Evening Mail, a letter written June 214 
by Paul C. Davis and addressed to 
“Geheimrath (secret counselor) Dr. Al- 
bert,” tells of the efforts in that direc- 
tion made by Davis’ father, George H. 
Davis. The letter says George H. Davis 
conceived the idea last November of 
obtaining a daily newspaper, printed in 
English, as a German organ. “Through 
Mr. George von Skal,”’ the letter says, 
“he got in touch with Ambassador Bern- 
storff.’’ Percival Kuhne, and later Lud- 
wig Nissen, acted as head of the move- 
ment, and in a comparative investiga- 
tion, the Mail was decided on as the 
most feasible purchase. 

‘We opened negotiations with the pro- 
prietors of the Mail,’’ Davis wrote, ‘‘and 
proceeded until Ambassador von Bern- 
storff notified both Mr Kuhne and Mr. 
Nissen that, at that time, nothing fur- 
ther should be done in the matter.”’ 

Davis said his father then tried to 
raise the money among German-Amer- 
icans for the carrying out of his plan, 
but that eventually he was “pushed 
aside."” He then tried to present a 
claim for his trouble and expense, 
through Dr. Dernbyrg, and after Dr. 
Dernburge’s departure, presented a re- 
quest for compensation to Albert. ‘Mr. 
Van Amringe, a very prominent law- 
yer, son of the dean of the law faculty 
of Columbia University,” is mentioned 
as having given valuable legal assist- 
ance, and meriting pay. 

Financing a Favorable Correspondent 
In regard to the proposal to finance 
a second visit of Edward Lyell Fox to 
Germany, the World prints a letter sent 
by Ambassador von Bernstorff to Capt. 
F. von Paper, military attache of the 
German embassy. The communication 
is a copy of one received by Ambassa- 
dor von Bernstorff from the Imperial 
Chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg. 
It is dated ‘‘Foreign Office, Berlin, May 
10, 1915,"" and is as follows: 
From a third party I understand 
that the American journalist, Ed- 
ward Lyell Fox, representative of 
the Wheeler Newspaper Syndicate, 
the American Magazine and the LIl- 
lustrated Sunday Magazine, would 
like to again come to Germany as 
press representative. From the in- 
formation I have received these pa- 
pers of his are in agreement as to 
this desire, but are not willing to 

pay the expenses of Mr. Fox. 

Inasmuch as this gentleman, at 
the time of his last sojourn in Ger- 
many, W..s 0. great benefit to us by 
reason of his good dispatches, it 
might be possible that the “GER- 
MAN INFORMATION SERVICE” 
would this time, as last time, be 
willing to pay the expenses of a five 
or six months’ stay which. would 
amount to between 5000 and 6000 
marks. 

I would respectfully request your 
excellency to sound Mr. Fox on his 
intentions and to make inquiries as 
to whether the costs of his stay can 
be raised there in any way. 

I shall be glad to have a reply as 
soon as possible, if possible, by tele- 
gram.

Contains No Intimation of Armed In- 
tervention, Being Directed Solely 
to the Patriotism of the Chiefs and 
Governors—Calls Upon Them to 
Meet and Then for Elections 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The Pan-American appeal to Mex- 


§co now being delivered to the chiefs of factions and governors of 


states, was made public here tonight by the State Department. 


Without even an intimation of 
rmed intervention, it calls upon the 
eaders to meet somewhere in Mex- 
fco, on neutralized ground, in a con- 
ference “to adopt the first steps nec- 
essary to the constitutional recon- 
gtruction of the country” and to issue 
@ call for immediate elections. The 
services of the United States or of 
@ny of the other Pan-American con- 
ferees are offered as intermediaries 
fo arrange the meeting. 

The appeal, although addressed to 
/the political and military leaders, 
¢akes on the form of an announce- 
gnent to the Mexican people them- 
gpelves, As made public by the State 
Department the document is prefaced 
by this announcement: 

“The Mexican people are informed 
that the following communication has 
been sent to many prominent per- 
pons in Mexico who possess author- 
ity or military power within the re- 
public.” 


“Severally and Independently.” 

Then follows the appeai, dated at 
Washington, Aug. 11: 

“The undersigned, the Secretary of 
State of the United States, the Am- 
bassadors extraordinary and plene- 
potentiary of Brazil, Chile and Ar- 
gentina and the envoys extraordi- 
mary and Ministers plenipotentiaries 
of Uruguay and Guatemala and Bo- 
livia, accredited to the Government 
of the United States of America, act- 
ing severally and independently, 
unanimously send to you the follow- 
ing communication: 

“Inspired by the most sincere spirit 
of American fraternity and convinced 
they rightly interpret the earnest 
wish of the entire continent, they 
have met informally at the sugges- 
tion of the Secretary of State of the 
United States, to consider the Mexi- 
their 
friendly and disinterested help could 
be successfully employed to re-estab- 
lish peace and constitutional order 
in our sister republic. 

“In the heat of the frightful struggle 
which for so long has steeped in blood 
the Mexican soil, doubtless all may well 
have lost sight of the dissolving effects 
of the strife upon the most vital condi- 
tions of the national existence, not only 
upon the life and liberty of the inhab- 
itants, but on the prestige and security 
of the country. 


Appeals to Patriotism. 

“We cannot doubt, however—no one 
Can doubt—that in the presence of a 
Sympathetic appeal from their brothers 
of America, recalling to them these 
disastrous effects, asking them to save 
their mother land from an abyss—no one 
can doubt, we repeat—that the patriot- 
ism of the men who lead or aid in any 
Way the bloody strife will not remain 
Unmoved; no one can doubt that each 
@nd every one of them, measuring in 
his own conscience his share in the 
responsibilities of past misfortunes and 
looking forward to his share in the glory 
of the pacification and reconstruction 
of the country, will respond nobly and 
resolutely, to this friendly appeal” and 
Give their best efforts to opening the 
Way to some saving action. 


“We, the undersigned, believe that if 
the men directing the armed movements 
in Mexico—whether political or military 
chiefse—should agree to meet, either in 
person or by delegates, far from the 
sound of cannon, and with no other in- 
spiration save the thought of their af- 
flicted land, there to exchange ideas 
and to determine the fate of the coun- 
try—from such action would undoubtedly 
result the strong and unyielding agree- 
ment requisite to the creation of a pro- 
visional government, which should adopt 
the first steps necessary to the consti- 
tutional r>construction of the country— 
and to tho issue the first and most es- 
sential of them all, the immediate call 
to general election. 


Services as Intermediaries Offered. 


“An adequate place within the Mex- 
fean frontiers, which for the purpose 
might be neutralized, should serve as 
the seat of the conference and in order 
to bring about a conference of this na- 
ture the undersigned, or any of them, 
will willingly, upon invitation, act as 
intermediaries to arrange the time, place 
and other details of such conference, if 
this action can in any way aid the Mex- 
jean people. 

“The undersigned expect a reply to 
this communication within a reasonable 
time: and consider that such a time 
would be 10 days after the communica- 
tion is delivered, subject to prorogation 
for cause.

As replies are 
asked for within 10 days after the ap- 
peal is received, although the time may 
be extended for cause, no further ses- 
sion of the Pan-American conference is 
planned until they have been received 
or it may be apparent that some of the 
Mexicans addressed do not propose to 
reply. 

The conferees confidently expect 
within a reasonable time enough favor- 
able’ replies to warrant them in ex- 
tending their aid to arrange for the 
proposed peace congress. 

Gen. Carranza’s attitude toward the 
appeal still is a matter of speculation 
here. Although his position thus far has 
been regarded as defiant, it is hoped 
that the friendly tone of the appeal 
may lead him to open negotiations with 
the conferees. 

May Ignore Carranza. 

It is generally believed he will reply 
by making counter proposals . upon 
which he would agree to join in a peace 
conference, Should zen. Carranza 
make no reply whatever, it is expected 
the conferees will accept the _ invita- 
tion of other factions in Mexico to 
arrange details for a peace conference 
without his participation. 

In support of a government not rep- 
resenting all the factions probably it 
would become necessary to extend the 
plans of the Pan-American conference. 
An embargo on arms against forces 
which might oppose the new Govern- 
ment probably wou'd be the first step.

“To raise that number is a difficult 
task for a nation so unprepared in a 
military sense as we are,’ he is quoted 
as saying.

It is extremely foolish to assume, as 
some do, that foreign nations will not 
take advantage of our state of unpre:

too apparent. Above everything else we 
must improve the navy and strengthen

On the question of the situation in 
Mexico Taft did not hesitate to express 
his opinion with force. Reverting to 
that subject, he said: 

“We made a great mistake in being 
responsibie for ousting Huerta. Had I 
been in office still 1 would have recog- 
nized Huerta as certain other countries 
Gid, but, even if there had been any 
doubt, we should have pursued at least 
the same course with him as we pur- 
sued with Diaz, that is, have waited 
one year to see whether he was capable 
of restoring peace and security to the 
country. 

“By taking Vera Cruz we really in- 
tervened to put him out, and that 
throw the responsibility of <=he present 
situation upon us. Of course, Huerta 
might not have been able tu establish 
security in Mexico, but if he had not 
the responsibility would not have been 
with us. 

“T am anxious to avvid intervention, 
but we seem to be drifting along, and 
it will take a wise man to see the out- 
come. I hope intervention can he avoid- 
ed, as I know what it costs. I know 
what it took to pacify the 7,000,000 inhab- 
itants in the Philippines and can there- 
fore realize how difficult it would be to

CARRANZA CHIEFS, 
BACK TEXAS RAIDS, 
FUNSTON BELIEVES 


Announces He Is Convinced Af- 
ter Conference With Com- 
mittee at San Antonio. 


By Associated Press 
SAN ANTONIO. Tex., Aug. 14.—After 


a conference held by Gen. Frederick 
Funston, commanding the Southern De- 
rartment, with a committee headed by 
Congressman John Garner, Gen. Fun- 
ston late today announced that he be- 
lieved the committee had thoroughly es- 
tablished its contention that the disorder 
in the Rio Grande Valley had been 
fostered by Constitutional Mexican aca- 
thorities. Affidavits were submitted to 
the War Department to the effect that 
a date had actually been set by the 
Mexicans for the sacking of Browns- 
ville. 

Gen. Funston candidly admitted that 
ip to the time of the conference held 
with the committee today he did not 
believe th: outlawry in the valley was 
receiving its backing from the Mexican 
side of the Rio Grande, but, upon pre- 
sentation of a mass of evidence, he 
said he was convinced that the commit- 
tee possessed information which war- 
ranted prompt action. 

Submitting further alleged proof of a 
report that Gen. Naffarrate, the Car. 
ranza commander at Matamoros, had 
boasted that when the time came he 


“‘would plant the Mexican flag or top 


of the Brownsville postoffice,” affi- 
davits were shown Gen. Funston. 

New Troops In the Field. 
While given authority to order such 
additional troops as he deemed neces- 
sary, Gen. Funston decided to commu- 
nicate with Washington, and orders 
were issued at once to dispatch artil- 
lery to the Rio Grande Valley in addi- 
tion to infantry and aeroplane service. 
The new troops in the field will be the 
Twenty-sixth regiment of infantry from 
Texas City, Col. R. L. Bullard command- 
ing; batteries B. and E. of the Fifth 
Field Artillery from Fort Sill, and one 
aeroplane also from Fort Sill. 

Both the artillery detachments are 
equipped with heavy fleld pleces, Battery 
B having 4.7-inch howitzers, and Battery 
E regular field pieces of the same di- 
mensions. The ordinary field piece of 
the American army uses shells of ap- 
proximately three inches in diameter. 

Immediately upon the arriva] of the 
Twenty-sixth at Brownsville the twv 
battalions of the Ninth Infantry r-- 
cently sent there from Laredo will en- 
train and return to their headquarters 
One of these battalions is in the eity of

Inasmuch as Fort Sill is in the South- 
ern Department, the ‘movement of 
American troops is entirely in the South- 
ern Department except for the regiment 
of infantry, which, outside of any de- 
partment, is part of the Second Brigade.

The Terriers, under the command 
of Fielder Jones, have the edge on 
either the Cardinals or Browns in 
all departments of the game. Not 
only hag Jones’ outfit a better per- 
centage. in the “if” table, but also 
in batting and fielding. Although the 
Terriers have only two players in 
the .800 class, and one of them, out 
of the battling at present, the Ter- 
riers Own a team swat mark of .256. 

Against the .256 mark for the Ter- 
riers, the Cardinals own an average 
of .255, which places Huggins’ crew 
second in the National League in this 
line.

The Pitts- 
eds with .970, fielding leaders in the 
Federal League, are the only ones 
ahead of the Terriers. In fielding the 
Cards are five points behind the 
Feds, while the Browns are at the 
.962 mark.

Ago Ended in Victory for 
Local Battler. 


By Harry S. Sharpe, 
Referee for the Future City Athletic 
Club and Post-Dispatch Boxing 
Authority. 

Two weeks ago Gene Delmont of 
Memphis, Tenn., and Paddy Kelly of 
this city boxed a sensational eight- 
round bout before the Future City 
Athletic Club and Kelly was declared 
the winner by a close margin. They 


have been re-matched for next Tueg- 
day night and there is every reason to 
believe that their bout will be just 
as good as was their former one. 

Delmont came here with the idea 
that he could knock out Kelly, and 
when he failed to do so, gave it as 
his opinion that the St. Louls boy was 
one of the “toughest” he had ever 
boxed and likened him to Stanley 
Yoakum, the Colorado lightweight. 

Delmont is of powerful build, and 
he frequently landed hard swings and 
hooks to Kelly's jaw, but the latter 
withstood the shock in a _ surprising 
manner and battled so desperately 
that the Memphis boxer was forced to 
do much clinching and holding. 

Delmont was penalized for this and 
lost the decision, because a rule of 
the Queensberry code _ specifically 
states “No wrestling or hugging al- 
lowed.” The day after the bout a 
sport writer on one of the local after- 
noon papers referred to this as a 
Bon he interpretation of the break 
rules.” . 


Holding Lost for Delmont. 


Not long since Billy Madden, an 
eastern sport writer, a well-known 
referee and an authority pertaining 
to ring matters, stated that “a boxer 
who hugs, clinches, or holds with one 


hand or both, should be cautioned, 
and if he continues to do so should 

disqualified. The Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules forbid wrestling and 
hugging. That means a boxer’ mrrt 
not hold with one hand and hit with 
the other; push, shove or lay on his 
man, clinch, or put his hands or arms 
on the man except to punch him.” 


It is generally agreed that the 
foregoing interpretation of the 
Queensberry rules is correct, and the 
only referees who are not conducting 
bouts strictly to the rules are a few 
who know no better or seem afraid 
of ae vaya the feelings of some foul- 
fighting boxer, or listen to the cries 
of some few spectators whose lust 
for excitement and rough-and-tum- 
ble fighting overrides their sense of 
sportsmanship. If boxers who clinch 
and hold are penalized, or disquali- 
fied, it will make for better and 
cleaner boxing, and more of it. 


However, it is not always the foul- 
fighting boxer who clinches. There 
are many who grab hold of an oppo- 
nent for fear of close work. hey 
do it for protection, and if the privil- 
ege is to be extended to any it must 
be given to all. And when this is 
done much of the three minutes al- 
lotted to a round will be taken up 
by ‘clinching and there wil] be very 
little boxing. It is to correct this 
very thing that the “clean-break” 
rule has been invoked, because then 
there remains no excuse for a boxer 
not breaking promptly from a clinch. 
iWthout {t, boxers will jockey for the 
most advantageous positron before 
they will release their hold upon an 
opponent, and the bout becomes one 
of tug and tussle instead of boxing 
sctence.

The roads in Illinois are not held in 
very high esteem py some of the tour-

West, for they are reported in any- 
thing but passably good condition.

$500,000 INQUIRY 
IN LABOR UNREST 
ENDS IN DISCORD 


Ten Distinct Reports to Be Made 
to Congress by Industrial 
Commission. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 14.—The Federal In- 
dustrial Relations Commission, which 
has been in session two years and has 
spent $500,000 to find out what is the 
matter with American industry, ad- 
journed today in discord. 

The commission failed to arrive at a 
definite conclusion on any of the tre- 
mendous problems it was called to con- 
sider and act upon. 

As a result of its deliberations, 10 dis- 
tinct reports will be submitted to Con- 
gress, not one of which can in any man- 
ner be reconciled with the rest. 

There are said to be no conclusions in 
any of the reports which could guide 
congressional action, because the re- 
ports represent only the factional ex- 
pressions or the individual opinions of 
the commission membership. 

There was a heated discussion before 
adjournment on the advisability of giv- 
ing out the various reports to the press 
and a vote taken on the proposition was 
defeated, five to four, Mrs. J. Borden 
Harriman casting the diciding vote 
against this course. : 

J. D. Rockefeller Criticized. 

Extracts of the report of B. M. Han- 
ley, head investigator, explain the re- 
fusal of a majority of the commission to 
approve it. The report is said to criti- 
cise John D. Rockefeller. Some of its 
conclusions are: 

‘One-third of the working men of the 
United States are in a state of poverty. 

“Twenty per cent of the school chil- 
dren of the United States are underfed. 

“Two per cent of the people of the 
United States own 60 per cent of its 
wealth. Sixty-five percent of the people 
of the United States own less than 5 
per cent of its wealth. 

‘‘Labor and living conditions are such 
that immigration is restricted to inhab- 
itants of Italy, Austria and Hungary. 

One-half the women workers in the 
country earn less than $6 a week. 

“One out of every 10 corpses in New 
York City is buried in the Potter's 
Field.” 

This is the report that is declared to 
have inspired Mrs. Harriman’s decla- 
ration that prejudice and class hatred, 
instead of cool and calm consideration 
of the requirements of the situation, 
had been permitted to destroy the de- 
liberative and advisory value of the 
commission. 

Prof. Commons in his report is said 
t> favor the secondary boycott and rec- 
ommends to Congress that it be lega!- 
ized. That is, to boycott a man who 
refuses to carry out original boycott. 
In this Harris Weinstock disagrees with 
the professor, declaring the principie 
vicious and the inevitable result ruin. 

“Weare as much opposed to that as 
we are to the blacklist,” says Wein- 
stock in his own report.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Famine has 
followed the Haitien revolution and an 
appeal for aid for suffering natives of

FOREIGN NEWS I 


BEAR POINT IN 
COTTON MARKET 


Week’s Quotations Are Sharply 
Lower Despite Dry Weather 
Reports. 


The market last week was largely a 
weather affair, but toward the end of 
the trading showed considerable weak- 
ness on account of disturbed political 
conditions. Nothing of a very definite 
nature seemed to disturb the trade, but 


an uneasy feeling pervaded the whole 
market. The very low price of both 
sterling and continentalexchange is 
being attributed by some to the weak- 
ening of credits of —— buyers in 
this country; the sha reak in the 
wheat market was attributed to heavy 
cancellations by the allies of contracts 
for wheat; and this added to the uncer- 
tainty in the cotton market because 
many different reasons were given for 
the cancellations. One reason given was 
this lack of credit, and that was what 
concerned cotton traders, who have seen 
forsian exchange sell lower than ever 
efore 


er to break the market. On the other 
hand, the reports are bullish, and Texas 
is a real sufferer in certain portions. 
The National Weather and Crop Bulle- 
tin says of Texas: “The weather con- 
tinued hot and sultry, with scattered 
showers on several days, good falls oc- 
curring in the Panhandle and Red River 
Valley. Elsewhere the amounts were 
generally too small to be benefictal. 
Crops deteriorated or their growth was 
checked in the southern two-thirds of 
the State. Cotton continued shedding 
and opening prematurely in many sec- 
tions. Only a few complaints come of 
weevil or other insect pests.’’ 
Crop Needs Moisture, 

Speaking of the whole belt, the report 
says: ‘Continued dry weather over the 
greater part of the more important cot- 
ton growing states prevented satisfac- 
tory growth, and the crop very general- 
ly deteriorated. Shedding is reported 
from many sections of the belt, and the 
polls are opening prematurely in the dis- 
tricts where drouth prevails. In Okla- 
homa, Louisiana and the Carolinas the 
crop made satisfactory growth, but in 
most other districts the need of more 
rain is now urgent. Insect pests are 
generally less active than usual.’ 

Since the report was issued, week end- 
ing Aug. 10, the conditions have not 
changed materially; the rains in Texas 
have not touched the worst spot, that 
is Southwest Texas. 

Market opinions are varied and tho 
extremes are reached in predicting. 
Many think there is nothing to hold the 
market at the present level because they 
see the big stock of cotton now on hand 
and expect a comparatively large crop 
from the current growth. An extremist 
has predicted 6% cents before October. 
On the other hand there are many good 
judges of the market who believe that 
the worst was seen last fall when cot- 
ton was selling in the interior at 6% 
cents; these people hold that the size 
of the crop does not affect the price ad- 
versely, so long as cotton is not forced 
on the market, and they think that the 
present financial and banking facilities 
ere Buch as to lend to the producer 
every aid in holding his cotton off the 
market to a reasonable extent. They 
believe, too, in very much higher prices; 
should the war end before the present 
crop is fully marketed; there are many 
people who would buy to hold for prices 
exceeding any recorded in the last few 
years. 

In the spot market there has been a 
very satisfactory demand, and the sales 
are quite up to expectations both as to 
price and quantity. The domestic mills 
are not very enthusiastic over the busi- 
ness outlook and claim that they are 
well bought up, even where the cotton 
is not in their warehouses, but they 
have been buying during the week or 
10 days paat. 

Spot Cotton Is Wanted. 


Stocks of cotton are larger in the At- 
lantic States, owing to the fact that 
the Western country sold more freely 
all during the season. Cotton is begin- 
ning to move in the southern part of 
the western belt, but there is not yet 
sufficient trade to get an intelligent 
line on prices for the new cro Ac- 
cording to Hester, Southern mills used 
more cotton than at any time in their 
history during the past year ending July 
31, and were running full time almost 
everywhere at that date. This indicates 
there will be no slackening in the de- 
mand from those mills. 

Exporters are doing very little ‘busi- 
ness, but the movement of cotton over- 
seas colntinues. The week ending Fri- 
day the exports for the week were 4,- 
83 bales, compared with 1308 bales the 
Same week last year. Consideration 
must be taken of the fact that_the ex- 
port movement was paralyzed last year 
at this time. This year’s figures are 
significant because they show the like- 
lihood of the export movement contin- 
uing without interruption into the next 
season, without the usual midsummer 
dullness. 

he Liverpool market has at no time 
shown any weakness or inclination to 
decline to any great extent. The for- 
wardings from that market during the 
week were not large, 69,000 bales, of 
which 67,00 were American: and the 
actual exports were 13, 

Attention is called to the danger of 
the allies declaring cotton contraband. 
Someone points out that such a dec! 
ration would in no manner affect the 
movement, but would affect the man- 
ner of compensation by the Government 
which seized the cotton. 

The Mexican situation has been 
dragged into the market by means of 
the Mexican labor, »wwhich is largely 
used in Southern Texas. All of these 
things are trivial beside the main ques- 
tions, which are: Can our own mills 
use a little more cotton than last year, 
and can the Buropean countries take 
and pay for as much as they took last 
year? If they can do this prices will 
take care of themselves and the farmer.

Just 
what this meant from the trade 
standpoint was a mooted question 
among speculators, but it ag, Be ppar- 
ent that the recent wet eather 
placed many American —— in a 
position where they could not obtain 
supplies to fulfill contracts, and it 
probably will develop later ‘that the 
cancellations were mostly “begging 
off’ by unfortunate sellers, who prob- 
ably agreed to furnish the same 
amounts of wheat later on, at the 
same price differential as now pre- 
vails between the American and fore 
eign markets. 

ore optimistic reports from the 
Dardanelles also operated in “favor 
of the bears, as Russia soon will be 
facing practically two crops of wheat 
on hand, as supplies from her last 
year's harvest were almost entirely 
shut off from outside markets. it 
would seem imperative that the Al- 
lies must foree the Dardanelles to 
get supplies and ammunition to Rus- 
sia, and, if successful, the situation 
would be pregnant with possibilities 
for the bears in wheat. 

There are some well posted trad- 
ers, howévér, who think that the war 
must sooner or later operate in favor 
of the Pulls, especially if it is to 
continue throughout the winter. 

ear ago wheat prices were mounting 
in leaps and bounds on war buying 
white at present there is no buying at 
consequence, and sentiment is unani- 
mousiv bearish. When such extremes 
in speculation develop, prices often 
take the counter .course, largely 
through the law of averages and ac- 
tual supply and demand reasons.

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“MANDATORY” 
RULING HELD UPBY 
JUDGE ANDERSON 


Will Consult Colleagues About 
Constitutionality of Saloon 
License Petition Provision. 


Circuit Judge Anderson, who on Fri- 
day held that the so-called mandatory 
saloon license petition law was uncon- 
stitutional, modified yesterday his posi- 
tion so far as to announce that he 
would consult with other St. Louis 
judges on the point at issue. 

The Judge, who went to the bench | 
from the excise commissionership, ' 
made his ruling in dismissing the 
suit of V. A. Kaeshamer to compel 
Excise Commissioner Rumsey to is- 
sue a license to Kaeshamer for a sa- 
loon at 4401 Virginia avenue, near the 
new Grover Cleveland High School. 

Leo Rassieur, Jr., attorney for Kaes-' 
hamer, raised the point yesterday be-| 
fore Judge Anderson that the ruling 
was at variance with the rulings of 
other St. Louis judges. He requested 
the Judge to recall nis decision «nd to 
certify the case to the judges en banc, 
Judge Anderson then instructed Ras- 
sieur to file a motion for a rehearing, 
and announced he would confer with 
the other judges. 

The mandatory law provides that. 
when two-thirds of the tax-paying citi- 
zens who voted at the last election and 
live in the block in which the proposed 
saloon is to be established, sign a peti- 
tion for the saloon, a license must be 
granted. Kaeshamer had filed such a 
petition with the Excise Commissioner, 
but the latter said he would not issue 
the license unless ordered to do so by 
court. His refusal was based on the 
ground that the site of the proposed 
saloon is near a school.

in that it prevented non-voters, includ- 
ing all women, even though they paid 
taxes, from having a voice in the mat- 
ter.

LINE PAST THE ART 


MUSEUM PROPOSED 


a 


Art League Works Out Plans to 
Run Tracks Through 
Forest Park. 


Plans for a street railway in Forest 
Park to make the City Art Museum ac- 
cessible to the people have been worked 
out by the Art League of St. Louis, with 
the aid of expert engineering advice. The 
league proposes that the city shall spend 
$50,000 for the construction of a railroad 
connecting with the Market street line 
at Tamm avenue, south of the park, 
and extending through the park past the 
zoo and Art Museum to the Clayton line 
on Skinker road. It is recommended 
that an additional $50,000 be spent to 
beautify the grounds along the road to 
harmonize with the park. 

The plan for the railroad was worked 
out by a committee of which George 
Blackman was the chairman. The com- 
mittee suggested that United Railways 
not be asked to construct this line of 
railway, for the reason that no private 
interest should acquire a franchise to 
build a line of track in the park. 


By having the cars routed over the 
park line a connection could be formed 
between the lines operating north and 


west of the park and those south of the 
park. The operation of cars over these 
lines would make the Art Museum, on 
which the city spends $135,000 a year, ac- 
cessible to people from all parts of the 
city. 

Park Nearer te People. 

The street car line would be in the 
ravine back of the Museum, and would 
not interfere with the public use of 
the park, but would bring the park 
much nearer to the people, without any 
additional cost to them for transporta- 
tion. The league is now working on 
plans to find the money necessary to 
build the railway.

Egg-Laying Capacity 


Perhaps the most common question 
asked by beginners in poultry raising is 
regarding the best breed or variety of 
pdultry to start. with, particularly the 
kind that will lay best. It cannot, of 
course, be said that there is one best 
variety or breed. Breed is only ons 
factor. Some excellent advice on the 
subject is given by T. E. Quisenberry, 
director of the Missouri Poultry Experi- 
ment Station at Mcuntain Grove, and 
recently appointed superintendent of 
the poultry department at the San Fran- 
‘ ‘isco Exposition, who says: r 

“The answer we usually make to these 
inquiries is that it depends on whether 
the fowls are wanted for the back yard 
or for the farm, or for the special busi- 
ness of producing eggs for the market 
The next thing the inquirer will want to 
know is, what breed produces the best 
layers? We tell him that depends upon 
vwehat the fow] has inherited, as good 
laying is not confined to any one breed. 
It is asscientific fact that you cannot 
deVélow that which an animal or fow! 
dogs not inherit, You cannot give 
enough feed to a hen that has not in- 
herited egg-laying characteristics toe 
make her produce eggs. For example, 
fone hen that has been in the national 
egg-laying contest. for two years has 
neveglaid an egg. ~~

Barred Plymouth Rocks Lead in 
State, Leghorns in Other— 
Shape of Hen a Factor.

Pathologist of Missouri Poultry Ex- 
periment Station. 
MOUNTAIN GROVE, Mo., Aug. l4— 
Whether the shape of a hen’s body in- 
fluences egg production or egg produc- 
tion influences her shape, ‘r both, we 
cunnot say, yet we do see that good 
egg producers have triangular shape:l 
bodies, in the form of a wedge; the 
back béing one side of the triangle, th> 
breast being another, and the third 

- heing the distance from tne pelvic 
bones to the back point of tre breast 
or keel bone. 

It matters little whether shape influ 
ences egg production or egg production 
influences shape, for the fact remains 
that the hens which are producing ‘arge 
numbers of eggs usually conform’ to 
t.ui8 wedge shape, and we believe tha' 
something can be told of pullets even 
vefore they begin to lay. 

Shape assists, therefore, in selecting 
the best producers. But where it is pos- 
sible to trapnest for at least 30 days, 
much can be told of a hen’~ value 
as an egg producer by the rhythm of 
egg production. The number of eggs 
produced by a hen without missing a 
day is called a cycle. The number ot 
eggs in each cycle, tells whether the 
egg organs have the ability to produce 
eggs rapidly, and the frequency with 
which these cycles are. repeated tells 
whether the hen has a  cunstitution 
which will stand up under the strain of 
heavy egg production. In otner words 
the number of eggs to the cycle tells 
the hen’s breeding, and repeating the 
cycles tells of the constitution. 

Test of a Good Hen. 

If a hen lays four or more eggs to 
the cycle and repeats the cycles with 
only one or two days missed, she is a 
“ood hen. If one lays three or less eggs 
to the cycle and misses two or more 
days between cycles, she is of little 
or no value as an egg producer. 

The hen which lays 20 or 30 eggs in 
the cycle, then misses 10 or 15 days 
should be classed with the hen which 
lays regularly but lays only one or two 
eggs to the cycle. The first has well- 
developed egg organs with a weak con- 
stitution, while the second bas a strong 
constitution and weak egg organs. 

This method of selection is of value 
where the hens are trapnested for only 
two or three months during the breeding 
season, or if a hen has been trapnest- 
ed during the breeding season and 
should get killed, the rhythm of egg 
production would give an idea of the 
value of the offspring.

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Water Glass for 
Preserving Eggs 
Prices charged for eggs in the fall 


and winter months are greater than 


many persons .care to pay. In the 


spring and summer, when eggs are sold 
at reasonable prices, there is overpro- 
duction and overstocking of the market. 
The oversupply is either put in cold stor- 
age for winter trade, or desiccated, pre- 
served, packed or wasted. 

One method of handling this excess 
is known as the water-glass method 
Repeated trials have demonstrated that 
eggs preserved this way will keep for 
long periods without spoiling. Any re- 
ceptacle that does not corrode in wate~ 
is suitable for holding the eggs and the 
water-glass solution. Glazed earthen- 
ware jars, galvanized tubs or buckets 
and wooden tubs or Kegs are used. 

The proportion of water-glass to water 
required for preserving eggs varies. 
Some persons Have successfully pre 
served them in a solution of one part of 
water-glass to 20 parts of water. Others 
have found it desirable to use a more 
concentrated solution. If the eggs are 
to be kept for only a short time the 
weak solutions are all right, but if they 
are to be preserved for a long period 
the best results will be obtained with 
cone part water-glass to nine or ten 
parts water. 

The outer part of the shell is al- 
tered by immersing in this solution 
Much larger quantities of silica are 
found in the shells of preserved eggs 
than in fresh ones. This added silica 
completely envelopes the shell as a film 
which shuts out all the air passages and 
eliminates the undesirable changes 
usually found in untreated eggs. 

Water-glass also modifies the albu- 
men of the egs to a slight extent, but 
rot enough to be very’ undesirable. 
With the exception of poaching, such 
eges can be used instead of fresh ones 
for frying, boiling, scrambling and as 
un ingredient in all sorts of cookin 
When it is desired to boil them, a pin 
hole shold be made on the blunt end of 
the egg. This is necessary because the 
shell openings are all closed by the so- 
dium silicate in the solution, and the 
rressure developed in the egg by boil- 
ing will cause it to burst unless ‘1n 
cpening is made. -Always wash the eggs 
in water before us'ng. 


Some Lines of Feed 


for Growing Chicks 

A perennial question is, “‘What shall I 

feed growing chicks?’ There is no one 

best ration, so far as I know, I have fr3- 

quently recommended a variety of mus. 
cle-forming food. 


It is certain that chicks will eat a 


larger amount when fed several kinds 


of food than if fed only one or two 
kinds, and in the case of growing chicks 
it is desirable to have them eat the 
greatest amount, if it be of the right 
sort. While I do not claim the follow- 
ing ration scheme is the best possible, 
I believe it to be good: 

Grain—Equal parts of wheat, corn and 
oats, rolled oats and cracked wheat to 
be gradually replaced by sprouted oats 
and whole wheat during the fourth ani 
fifth weeks. 

Mash—Five pounds bran, three pounds 
cornmeal, two pounds wheat middlings, 
two pounde ground oats, one, poun* 
granulated bone, two pounds beef scrap, 
one ounce dairy salt. 

Skim milk—All the chicks will drink. 

Green food—All the chicks will eat dai- 
ly of any tender, juicy green stuff. 

Grit—Shell and charcoal. 

These may be varied by the use of 
table waste, if available, but it shouid 
be in wholesome condition. 

Occasionally I bake some corn bread, 
made cheaply, with the shortening lefc 
out. This is rather too fattening for 
growing chicks, but for a meal, about 
twice a week it is excellent, and highly 
relished by the chicks.

Chicks Die Suddenly. 

My two-weeks-old incubator hatched 
Light Brahma chicks appear to be all 
right and then they will suddenly close 
their eyes and get shaky on their legs 
and in about 10 minutes they fall over 
and in an hour’s time are dead. Under 
thé wings, on the back of the shoulders 
and neck it looks as though they had 
been wet. I think there is no bowel 
trouble and no lice. Twenty-six died in 
one day. They are from a hatchery in 
the country. What is the trouble.—Mrs. 
C. A. H., St. Louis. 

There are so many things that might 
cause the trouble you speak of that I 
am unable to give any specific answer. 
So much depends upon conditions, upon 
the way they were hatched, and upon 
the way they are brooded. The mischief 
may have been done before you got 
them or it may have been done after 
you got them. It may be because they 
are coddled too much or because they 
are not coddled enough. Without see- 
ing the chicks I am unable to tell what 
is the difficulty. The symptoms you 
mention are quite general. This is now 
the middle of the summer. Are you 
treating them too artificially? Perhaps 
they are too warm and do not get 
enough fresh air. They can get along 
with practically no artificial brooding 
at this time of year. 


Feed Ration, 

I am just starting to raise chickens. 
I would like to know how I can feed 
therm so they will get tender quickly for 
the market. I have read about milk fea 
stock. How are they handled and fed? 
I have heard that they use machines of 
some kind and force feed down them. I 
should like to get my spring chickens 
fat and tender. O. H. W., St. Louis. 

The practice of forcing is very little 
used in this country. The big firms 
that put milk fed stock on the market 
rarely do anything in this line any 
more. It is a French system of feed- 
ing, but has never become popular in 
the United States. They are several 
fattening rations. A good one is 100 Ibs. 
of corn meal, 100 lbs. wheat middlings, 
40 lbs. meat meal. Wet with skim milk, 
either sweet or sour. This is fed in a 
mash condition just thick enough to run 
off a spoon. Another good one for fat- 
tening young stock is equal parts of 
corn meal, ground oats, and wheat mid- 
dlings with a little linseed meal. Feed 
all the corn either cracked or whole 
they will eat once a day. Chicks that 
are being fattened should be confined. 


As a student of the Post-Dispatch 
page I am asking the reason for soft 
shelled eggs. I have seen an answer 
beveral times for this question, but they 
do not seem to fit my case exactly. 
nad 16 hens at the beginning of the 
year, most of them were young ones 
without a male bird. The third day of 
February I got the first egg from my 
pullets. Four days after I got a soft 
shelled egg. They all started to lay 
about the same time. One day recently 
4 got two hard shelled and four sof’ 
shelled eggs from nine hens which I 
now have left. Sometimes the hens will 
stay on the nest for half an hour or 
more and get off without having laid 
an egg. They are in a lot @x®. I 
feed green feed, mixed chicken feed, 
grit, bran, charcoal, etc. I keep the 
house clean. Why do I get so many 
soft shelled eggs.—Regular Reader, St 
Louis. 

Your experience, I think, is an wun- 
usual one. I have never had any such 
experience. I have occasionally gotten 
soft shelled eggs ond sometimes have 
a hen which lays a number of them. I 
am inclined to think that perhaps your 
hens are too fat, although you do not 
say anything about that. Most hens that 
lay soft shelled eggs are too fat. If I 
were you I should try feeding lighter 
tor a time and I should see to it that 
the hens get considerable exercise. iou 
have a fair sized lot. I should make 
them work for their feed and give them 
an opportunity to dust themselves. It

Government Experts Find Dis- 
ease More Prevalent Where 
Two Are Raised. 


One of the most common and fatal 
diseases of turkeys is that known as 
“blackhead.” Turkeys from two weeks 
to three or four months old are more 
susceptible to it, and it seems to prove 
fatal more often Curing this stage than 
in the case of mature birds. The dis 
cause is caused by a parasitic microbe f 
that attacks the internal. organs, par- 
ticularly the intestines and liver. 

What is believed ro'be an’ NR 
discovery in connection with this .dis-. 
ease has recently been made by Govern. 
ment investigafors. It is believed that | 
che parasite’ js pregent ing. nearly all 


from it..- Observationg show that this 
disease Causes more losses where ‘tur- 
keys and. chickens sre raiscd together 
than when they are kept separate. This.+ 
if true,. will elsar up one of the -great 
difficulties of raising turkeys on the 
average farm. No damestic fowl 1s 


a considerable éxtent to this disease in 
its various forms. Wf by raising turkeys 
where no chickens are near this ailment 
could be avdided, a fact will have been 
learned that will be of great value to 
poultrydom. 

The disease nearly always proves fa 
tal in the case of young turkeys and 
medical treatments thus far tried by 
Government experts have not given sa'- 
isfactory results. The only safety lies 
in measures of prevention. 

The contagion is scattered very 'arge- 
ly through the droppings which make 
necessary thorough disinfection of yards 
and premises to which diseased birds 
have had access. For this purpose dry. 
air-slaked lime in powder form is the 
vest disinfectant within reach of the 
Average poultryman. Birds dying of the 
disease should be burned. Young poults 
ehould be kept at a distance from all 
other kinds of poultry. and not on 
ground recently occupied by other fowls 

Another precaution is to wipe the egrs 
for hatching with a cloth dampened in 
alcohol of 80 or 90 per cent strength, 
Just before placing them under the hen 
«: in the incubator. There is less dan- 
ger of infection to incubator-hatched 
turkeys than to those hatched with 
hens.

tendency toward inactivity, followed by 
dullness and weakness, with wingz 
drooping and discoloration of the head. 
Diarrhoea ts always present. The bird 
goes about listlessly, eats little, 
naturally there is loss of weight. Sick 
fowls may linger for weeks before they 
die, depending on the quantity of con- 
tagion. Young poults that have been 
infected experimentally by feeding por- 


sooner. In a post-mortem of a bird sup 
posed to have died from this disease, 
the finding of the enlarged liver with 
vellowish green spots may be taken ar} 
conclusive evidence of blackhead. 

Fifteen grains of catechu to a gallon 
of drinking water has proven to have a 
curative effect In the case of this all- 
ment. Another remedy used is 5 grains 
of sulphur to 1 grain of sulphate of iron 
1 grain of salycilate of soda to 1 grain 
of sulphate of iron. The last two treat- 
ments are to be preceded and followed 
by a dose of Epsom salts or castor oil. 
10 to 35 grains of the salts and from 1 to 
2? teaspoons of the oil constituting a 
dose. But neither of these remedies is 
very dependable. according to Govern-

Washington Officials Speculate 
as to Part Japan’s Demands 
Had in Blocking the Deal. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—Failure of 
the Standard Oil Co. to obtain a perma- 
nent concession for the development of 
oil fields in Northern China, as reported 
today from Pekin, caused much com- 
ment in commercial and diplomatic cir- 
cles here. Officials were inclined to 
speculate as to a possible connection be- 
tween the failure of these negotia- 
tions and the recent granting by China 
of commerce demands made by Japan. 

Dispatches from Pekin state that 
W. E. Bemis, vice president of the 
Standard Oil of New York, left for the 
United States today, having falled to 
conclude a permanent contract with the 
Chinese Government for the exploita- 
| tion of ofl fields in China. 

Stahdard Oll Co. entered into @ 
ealishipery agreement with China last 
yearéfor the development of oil districts 
in* the northern part of the country. 
This nt expires tomorrow. 

More than half of the American ex- 
4 port business to China is kerosene oll 
and the development of extensive fields 
in China by. citizens of any other coun- 
try would have a disastrous effect upon 
‘CHtnese-American trade, according to 
officials of Government. 
The United States was the only country 
doing an increased trade in oil with 
China in 1934 and tne of] is about the 
only article of trade which has not met 
severe Japanese competition. 

In a report on China’s foreign trade 
for the last year, made public here to- 
day, Consul-General Thomas Sammons, 
at Shanghai, said: 

“Of the few items of increased im- 
ports into China in 1914, American kero- 
sene proved of greatest importance. Im- 
ports of this country’s commodity iIn- 
creased 57,968,464 gallons in 1914, 

‘Aside from kerosene, the imports into 
China from the United States amounted 
to only about $12,000,000 in 1914. Kerosene - 
importations were valued at $16,686,145. 
This great American trade may 
eventually be largely superseded, 
through the opening of prospective oil 
fields in Northern China.”

AVING shifted to vounger shoulders the burdens of 
his responsibilities, the Rev. Russell H. Conwell, who 
is to Philadelphia what Henry Ward Beecher was to 


Brooklyn, has retired in his seventy-third year to 


the White Mountains for a long rest, taking with him 
the fame of having written a single leeture which 
he repeated 5000 times and with which he earned $4,000,000, al of 
whieh he gave away. This, probably the world’s most famous lec- 
ture, is known far and wide under the title of ‘‘ Acres of Diamonds.’’ 

Here is the gist of the lecture, which has been delivered in every 
State in the Union, in Japan, China, India, Egypt, Jerusalem, Syria, 
Constantinople, Switzerland, Germany, France, Italy, England and 
Canada: — ) | 

In 1870 (the lecturer would begin) he was traveling, as corre- 
spondent for a New York newspaper, down the River Tigris with an 
Arab guide, who, according to custom, beguiled the.tedium of the 
journey with tales. The most impressive story in his repertoire was 
the lamentable history of the unfortunate Al Hafed. This worthy 
tived in Arabia upon a sumptuous farm. He was contented because 
he was wealthy and wealthy because he was contented. 

THE ARAB’S GREED AROUSED. 

One night he entertained a Buddhist priest, who, in the course 
of his talk, told Al Hafed of the creation of this world of ours, and 
mentioned, as being one of Gud’s divinest works, the diamond. Al 
Hafed was extremely impressed by the priest’s description of this 
most precious of stones, one of which was worth many such farms as 
Al Hafed’s. He inquired of the priest where these stones could be 
found, and the priest described the sort of country they were to 
be found in, and the kind of streams they generally lay near.

Meanwhile, the man who had bought Al Hafed’s farm, while 
watering his cattle in the stream so often frequented by Al Hafed, 
saw sparkling in the sunny shallows of the stream—a diamond! 
And this farm, so foolishly sold by its former owner, became the 
site of the femous Golconda Diamond Mines. Foolish Al Hafed, 
because he had not wit enough to look first at home for wealth, cast 
away whole acres of diamonds. 


AND HERE IS THE MORAL. 

Which goes to show, the moral was drawn, that he who looks 
abroad for suecess, who has his eyes continually fixed on distance, 
oftentimes overlooks the wealth that is lying at his very feet.. And 
the Arab guide told Dr. Conwell this with the air of one who should 
say that he knew a certain yourg gentleman who would be far better 
off in America than traveling down the River Tigris. 

And then the lecturer went on to prove that a man’s greatest 
eppertunities lie at home. He cited the case of a man in Pennsyl-

fore he pieked up his stakes and went West. It is not recorded that 
he ever found his gold mine. 


SCORES OF APT PARALLELS. 


The ‘* Acres of Diamonds ’’ lecture is so replete with actual in- 
stances of this kind that Dr. Conwell would often give the lecture 
two or three times without repeating any of the instances he had 
given in the previous lectures. But they all seek to instill the same 
principle; which is, that a man should never seek his fortunes abroad 
until his back garden and his front garden have been dug up and, 
in a manner of speaking, turned inside out. 

Col. E. M. Sweitzer of Evansville, Ill., says that it is impossible 
to compute the influence of this leeture in adding to the wealth of. 
our country. Villages have become cities directly in consequence; 
individuals and societies have been stirred to boost their towns; 
manufacturing enterprises were begun by its hearers; rivers were 
harnessed, Yanks were established, schools and colleges were opened, 
discouraged men began again; and many found wealth in their 
‘back yards.’’ 

The lecture had its origin in 1859, when young Conwell was a 
book agent, peddling a biography of John Brown which was written 
by James Ridpath. The youth’s father has been associated in busi- 
pess with the martyr. of Harper’s Ferry, as he was called in the 
North? In order to catch the attention of prospective buyers, Con- 
well composed a speech which he called ‘‘Heroes at Home,’’ and 
which was the first rough draft of ‘‘ Acres of Diamonds.’’ When he 
had delivered this speech to his victims, he often found them in a 
trame of mind in which they could be pursuaded to buy a book. He 
sold a lot of them, anyhow. ” 


FIFTY YEARS ON LECTURE PLATFORM. 


In 1861 he made his first appearance as a lecturer, when he was 
introduced by the famous temperance advocate, John B. Gough. 
He had furbished up the old John Brown speech into an address 
entitled ‘‘ Lessons of Travel,’’ and employed it to ridicule the fad 
of traveling in Europe before seeing America first. His hearers, 
because of the opening illustration embodying the melancholy story 
cof Al Hafed, named the lecture ‘‘ Acres of Diamonds,’’ and the 
name stuck. At first he delivered it in churches and summer hotels, 
cften for exceedingly small fees.. Once he was paid with a smoked 
ham, and n another occasion with a preacher’s note of hand for 
$4.50, which rema.ns unpaid t-> this day. 

' Russell Herman Conwell was born Feb. 15, 1843, in Worthing- 
ton, Mass. He was by turns farm hand, book agent, college student, 
officer in te Northern Army during the Civil War, lawyer, news- 
paper correspondent, editor and minister in the Baptist Church. 
Jie was the founder and pastor of the Baptist Temple in Philadel- 
phia, and the founder of Temple University in that city. With his 
jectures he has earned $8,500,000—nearly: half of it by ‘‘ Acres of 
Diamonds’’ alone—and has given all of it to his church, to mission 
work aud to charity. Dr. Comwell delivered the lecture for the 
rve-thousendth time last May im Phil telphia.

Thus in a few months Miss Bjurstedt, 
from an unknown tennis player, has come 
to be a universal woman champion; there 
has appeared no girl or woman ‘who has 
been able to really give her a game. May 
Sutton, the world’s champion of a few 
years past, who is now the wife of Thomas 
C. Bundy, McLaughlin's partner in dou 
bles, is returning to the game. expressly 
to see if she can wrest the honers from 
the newcomer. 

Miss Bjurstedt is no novice at the game 
and she wins because she plays hard, 
scientific tennis, and is possessed of mar- 
velous strength and quickness. She can 
and does hit the ball harder than, most 
men and she has played as many as 12 
hard sets in an afternoon and then danced 
all the evening; she is always apparently

self that she is playing better tennis than she has ever 
played, and she thinks it is because she practices more 
and plays in more matches than when at home. There 
is comparatively little opportunity to play fast tennis 
in Norway, because the general standards of play among 
both men and women are low. 

She likes the climate of the Unites States and thinks 
that the men play splendid tennis, but her idea of the 
game among the girls is not so high. She has now 
played with every first-class girl and woman in the 
country with the exception of Mrs. Bundy, and has 
had ample opportunity to judge their styles. And on 
this point she says: 

“I find that the girls generally do not hit the ball 
as hard as they should. I believe in always hitting the 
ball with all my might, but there seems to be a dispo- 
sition to ‘just get it over’ in many girls with whom I 
have played. I do not call this tennis, for an easy ball 
permits the opponent to do whatever she likes with the 
return. Hard hitting is not so much a matter of 
strength as it is of taking the ball at the proper point 
and putting oné’s bo@y into the stroke. The strongest 
woman will not put much speed on the ball 


FINISH OF SERVICE 


AST March a slender Norwegian girl rather 
difiidently asked the managers of the na- 
tional indoor tournament at the Seventh 
Regiment Armory in New York if she 
might enter the women’s singles; they 
took her name and her entry fee and for- 
got about her. Her name is Molla Bjur- 

stedt; no one in American tennis circles had even heard 
of it before. 

Miss Bjurstedt went through that tournament with- 
out losing a single set and annexed the indoor cham- 
pionship by defeating Miss Marie Wagner, the three- 
time indoor champioxz, who was supposed to be invinci- 


‘ ble on the wooden courts. The tennis sharps said that 


the win was a fluke. But then Miss Bjurstedt entered 
other tournaments, and she always won; she played a 
tournament a week, met all of the best women players 
in the country and defeated them with ease. , 


She took the metropolitan championship, defeating 
such players as Mrs. Marshall McLean and Mrs. Barger- 


Wallach, beth former national champions; then she — 


picked up the middle states championship and went on 


to Philadelphia and took the national title, defeating 


Mrs. Wightman, the title holder, and held to be the 
-est player in the country; she met Mrs. Wightman 
again at Pittsburg and again ¢he signally defeated the 
former .Miss Hazel Hotchkiss and won the national 
clay’ court cup. ; 


And then the experts aWoke to the fact that Miss 
Bjurstedt was the most remarkable player that the 
United States had ever seen; she was the hoider of more 
titles than any tennis player who had ever stepped 


A 


with only the strength of her arm.” 

Miss Bjurstedt has three tennis rules which 
win for her. They are very simple in state- 
ment, but not quite so simple in practice. 
Here they are: First, hit the ball hard. Sec- 
ond, learn to place your returns accurately. 
Third, keep your temper. 

And the champion minds her rules: she 
sends the ball whizzing through the court 
with lightning speed, cutting the corners 
farthest from her adversary, and, no matter 
what happens, she is always smiling and in 

Miss Bjurstedt pfays in splendid form; she 
is a firm advocate of all girls first going un- 
der instructions from a professional before 
actually playing a game; she did not herself 
start with a paid instructor, but she soon 
found that she was not taking advantage of 
all her strength and agility simply because 
she did not quite know how to avail herself 
ef them. Therefore, she took lessons; she 
unlearned much that she had picked up and 
at once proceeded to develop along the right 
lines, until today her style is one that any 
player might study with profit. She still 
practices with professionals at every oppor- 
tunity. 

She plays no fancy strokes; she says that 
every attempt to “cut” the ball or otherwise 
put a spin on it only results in loss of speed 
and direction, and speed and direction are 
the main points of the game. Therefore, she 
plays the straight strokes which any man or 
woman can easily learn and plays them per- 
fectly. 

The strongest single stroke in Miss Bjur- 
stedt’s repertoire is not the service, but the 
forehand drive. She executes the forehand 
drive in this manner: She rests her weight 
on her right foot and faces the plane in 
which the ball is traveling; for a moment

stronger and faster at the end of a championship match 
than she~was when she started. 

Miss Bjurstedt differs from most tennis champions 
in that she works for her living;ghe is, by profession, 
a masseuse, and tennis is merely ‘her recreation. She 
likes- exercise and therefore she plays tennis... She is 
the daughter of a retired army officer and her pro- 
fessional activities are solely outside of Norway. She 
simply would father work than be idle. . | 

Before coming to this country, last December, Miss 


Bjurstedt had been playing tennis for 12 years in Nor-. 


way, Sweden, England and Germany; she had won 
the championship of Norway é¢ight times and had taken 
the third prize at the 1912 Olympics in Stockhelm, but 
she had never risen to the commanding position abroad 
that ‘khe now has in the United States. She says her- 


she hesitates and then she swings her racquet 

back and takes the ball with a full swing 

just before it reaches the top of the bounce; as the 
racquet touches the ball it is slightly inclined down- 
ward and the stroke is carried all the way through, so 
that at the. finish the racquet has made almost a com- 
plete circle.

It is not always that the wounded conie out of their 
troubles as successfully as did “Eddie,” who is known 
to everyone im the American Ambulance Hospital. He 
was terribly wounded seven months ago and has been 
with us ever since. The lower left side of his face was 
shet away, together with part of his tongue. The case 
seemed hopeless, but by a wonderful operation (which 
I am not permitted to describe) his face -was literally 
made over, and only a slight sear remains. He is even 
able to screw out @ smile, and his speech has so far 
recovered that you cam understand everything he says. 

Another of the oldest patients im the ho®pital, but the 
youngest in.years, is a French boy whom we have named 
“Baby.” He is just 19. He was shot in the head, bit 
not before he killed two “Boches”—a feat which his 
Lieutenant saw himt do and for which he received the 
Croix de Guerre. He has a round, imfant’s faee, and 
looks so young vou couldn't imagime him killing any- 
thing, 

With a long faee he met me im the hall today, and 
said he was so well now thet he had been called back 
to the tremches. But ke said he hoped to kill another 
“Boche” or two. a

RANCE fears a “Man on Horseback. on 

That is why Joffre is Generalissimo today: 

When the Government chose him as head of the 

army, it was not only because of his organizing 

ability and tenacity, but because they wanted. a man 

who, in the event of war, could lead the armies of the 

republic to victory without danger of his becoming a 
dictator. 

Joffre is above all believed to be a modest, retiring 
man of science, and there is nothing of the dashing 
hero about him. He is great in spite of militarism, 
not because of it. When he has won the war for the 
allies, he will go fishing, he says. Almost any other 
French General-you could name would at least aspire 
to be President of France. 

That is why you see so little about other French gen- 
erals in print. But the other day, when King George 
conferred the Grand Cross of the Order of the Bath on 
Joffre, the same high military distinction was given to 
Gen. Foch.« 

All the available information about Foch that had 
found its way into print was that his name was Fer- 
dinand, that he had seen 46 yéedrs’ service in the French 
army, and that he had been through ‘two campaigns. 
During the present war -he had repeHed violent attacks 
made by the enemy against the French center, finally 
driving them back by a vigorous offensive ‘movement. 
The Journal Official had praised his “remarkable skill

tery commander and then Colonel. 


in maneuvering, his energy and his tenacity. * Joffre 


had referred to him as the “greatest strategist in Eu-- 
rope;” and that was about all the information available. 


Foch is the man who won the Battle of the Marne 
and who prevented therGermans from breaking through 
to Calais. He is in command of the armies of the North, 
and co-operates with Field Marshal French and King 
Albert in carying out sottney plans from aprecne to 
the Sea. 

General Foch was aOR on Oct. 2, 1851, and is just 
three months older than Joffre. Like his chief, he is 
a mountaineer and a southerner. This accounts for the 
fiery temperament, the swift, impetuous decisions of 
Foch; but he is a man of admirable self-control. -In 
manner he is quiet and reserved, almost if not auig 
as taciturn as Joffre himself. . 

After 1870, when Foch fought as a.sub-Heutenant ot 
artillery, he was sent abroad and»@i@d good service in 
the Colonies. His first real promotn tame in 1877, 
when he was made a Captain for distinguished services 
in the field. Then he was called: back to France and 
made professor of military tactics at the War School. 
Five years later he was back with: his regiment as bat- 

As soon as he reached the rank of Sitdadierceneral, 
Foch was sent back to the war office and given -one of 
the most important and confidential posts fm the French 
army. He became Director of the Ecole de Guerre, and

had special charge of the artillery equipment of the 
French army. Indeed, Foch more than any other man 
is responsible fonsthe “155 long,” and during his tenure 
of office the organization of the great arm and ammu- 
nition factories at Creusot was immensely improved 
by his suggestions. It is said that he even worked 
there as a common laborer to get better acquainted 
with the routine and reorganization of the plant. 

A very, strict discliplinarian, Foch is beloved by his 
men. He treats them like human beings,’ and although 
he is very severe on shirkers he is liberal in reward- 
ing effort and merit wherever he finds it. Time and 
again he declared m his lectures that the present war 
was inevitable. 

When the Germans swept on towards Paris in the 
early part of September, and the French Government 
fled to Bordeaux, it was Foch who found the weak spot 
between the armies of Von Kluck and the Crown Prince 
and cut to-pieces the army of Von Buelow. Just at the 
rigNt moment he threw.a wedge in betweén the Prus- 


sian Guard. and the Saxon troops and the German com- 


manders were forced to change their plans. Joffre 
seized the opportinity and ordered’ a general advance. 
If they could not advance they: were to die where they 
stood,” but not another foot of French territory ‘was 
to be yieleded to the enemy.

VERYONE who has had the privilege of 
beholding cotton in bloom, with its burst- 
ing pods whitening the fields like summer 
snow, can picture how the beauty of the 
spectacle would: be enhanced if the bolls 
were suddenly dyed with all the hues of 

the rainbow, and glowed in the sunlight with crimson 
and purple and gold and azure. : 

The production of cotton tinted by nature with any 
color desired is the newest and most revolutionary de- 
parture attempted in the cotton growing industry, 
and one which may have far-reaching effects in the 
United States. It must be remembered that cotton is 
by far the most important plant fiber on earth, and 
that in the South is produced two-thirds of the world’s 
cotton crop 

Commerc!xlly, the achievement of natusal colors in 
cotton woulc obviate the use of chemical dyes, which, 
besides their expense, are said to damage the fabric 
of the cheaper varieties of cottorw stuffs. With the 
perfection of the new process it would be possible to 
feed to the looms to suit any design, cotton threads 
colored by nature with tints which could not fade. 

The leading apostle of colored cottons is A.W. 
Brabham of Olar, S. C. He points out what is scarcely 
known to the American public, acquainted only with 
white cotton—that already there exist species of cot- 
ton of many various hues. 

Besides the white cotton of the United States, Peru 
produces a cotton with reddish lint; brown cotton is 
grown in Egypt, Peru and Hawaii; yellow cotton is 
produced in China; and India has a gray cotton. In 
addition, a green cotton has been evolved in South 
Carolina, and even a jet black cotton is said to have 
been developed in Mexico] C. H. Clarke of Boston has 
written to Brabham that it has proved feasible in 
laboratory experiments to produce a blue cotton. 

Brabham’'s chief contribution, to the imtroductfon 
of colored cottons is his proof that the different 
species,.whether from Peru, Egypt or China, will 
breed true to color in whatever soil they are planted. 
It was at first thought that the hues of the lint were 
due to peculiarities of the earth in which the cotton 
grew. But by experiments in South Carolina, he has 
established that the seed from gray cotton in In- 
dia produces gray cotton wherever planted; and that 
the same is true of red cotton from Peru, yellow 
cotton from China and brown cotton from Egypt. It 
is well established that white cotton from North Caro- 
lina or Texas also remains white cotton in the tropics, 
@The American experimenter may thus have at his 
disposal eight different hues of cotton—white, red, 
brown, yellow, gray, green, blue and black. Accord- 
ing to Brabham, by inter-breeding it’ will be possible 
to blend these colors into all the intermediate tints, 
For instance, by breeding white and red cotton to- 
gether, we should arrive at a fixed type of pink cot- 
ton; by blending red and blue cotton we should achieve 
purple cotton; and the intermixture of black cotton 
should give us darker hues of all the other colors, 4.
